CHINA WOOD OIL.—The most im- 
portant factor in the market for wood 
oil is connected with the question of 
supplies. Since the change in routing 
oil so that it comes into this country 
by way of Pacific coast points, the 
railroad situation has been of influ- 
ence as shipments from the Pacific 
coast are held up before getting to 
Eastern points and delays in delivery 
therefore are common. This has been 
a factor in keeping spot supplies at low 
levels, as delays in transit have caused 
a better demand for the oil which did 
arrive. At present the spot market 
is practically bare of stocks and prices 
are more or less nominal, For ship- 
ments prices are 13@l14c. per’ pound, 
according to time of shipment.

GOVERNMENT SPECIFICATIONS AND 
PURCHASES OF PAINTS IN PRAC- 
TICE, 

eens Aa 


One of the important committees of the National 
Oil, Paint and Varnish Association, after months of 
work—the Committee on Governmental and Cor- 
poration Specifications and Purchases—reported to 
the last annual convention of the Association the 
partial success of their effort to secure changes in the 
existing method of contract awards for paint and 
varnish for the government. The Navy Department 
in particular modified its purchasing policy, inviting 
bids on specific quantities which the department 
agreed to take in entirety, and waiving the right to 
increase or decrease quantities. The committee in 
conclusion believed that the effort should be renewed, 
and that an effort should be made to interest other 
organizations having practically the same objections 
to the method of bidding on government contracts. 

The Reporter from week to week prints the gov- 
ernment announcements of bids required for supplies 
for its several departments, together with the bids 
actually received under such contracts, and this brings 
to the fore a peculiarly interesting situation not con- 
templated in the work of the committee to which 
reference has been made. 

On March 13 bids were opened by the Postoffice 
Department for furnishing green paint for letter boxes 
for the period beginning May |, 1917, and ending 
April 30, 1918. The amount called for was 2,400 
gallons, 2,000 gallons in 1-gallon cans and 400 gal- 
lons in half-gallon cans, fitted either with friction or 
screw tops, and packed in substantial wooden boxes 
or crates. The material desired was a chrome green 
pigment mixed with pure linseed oil and a minimum 
amount of drier, amount of pigment, quality of oil 
and drier being exactly specified. 

It will be noted at once that the period of delivery 
extends over the year from May to April inclusive, 
and that the paint is a standard preparation of 
standard products. 

Just how the present practice of awarding gov- 
ernment contracts in advance works out, and just 
what reason the committee of the N. P. O. & V. A. 
has for its appeal for a change in existing methods 
can be seen at a glance from the following detailed 
analysis of the cost of a gallon of this paint at the 
present market prices:

before recent increases in finished paint products— 
in the actual bids submitted to the governmgnt in 
this one contract. It has been suggested that there 
is pabulum for many a pencil in getting at the answer 
to the question that is now perplexing many of the 
trade—‘‘Just How Do They Do It?”

NO SINGLE AUTHORITY CAN SOLVE 
THE NARCOTIC DISTRIBUTION 


PROBLEM. 


The hearing at Albany on Thursday before the 
Whitney Committee on Public Health, having to do 
with the consideration of the proposed amendment 
and perfecting measures to the present Boylan nar- 
cotic law, again emphasized the extreme difficulty of 
providing any one-source panacea for the drug evil. 

For the first time for several years, when such 
sweeping legislation has been proposed, there has 
been a genuine effort on the part of the physicians, 
the pharmacists, the philanthropic and charitable 
societies, the police and judicial powers and the leg- 
islators themselves to reach not only an effective but 
a harmonious decision. Apparently there is abso- 
lutely no division of opinion at the present time in 
New York State as to the end desired—the strict 
control of the sale and distribution of habit-forming 
narcotics. The sole differences are as to the methods 
to be employed, and there is an avowed willingness 
on the part of both the physicians and the drug- 
gists—manufacturing, wholesale and retail—to put 
up with more or less onerous red tape as to records, 
etc., if the results to be obtained are to compensate 
for the additional labor involved through registrative 
or triplicate order blanks or any other of the ma- 
chinery proposed. 

A report of the hearing will be found elsewhere 
in this issue, and summaries of the bills under con-

sideration were printed in the Reporter two weeks 
ago. 

The first fact obvious to any one who has attended 
the several hearings of the Whitney State Narcotic 
Commission, and who has familiarized himself with 
the history of State narcotic regulation in the past, 
is that the problem now confronting the police and 
judicial powers of this State in seeking to control 
the distribution and sale of narcotics is a national 
and international problem and not a mere State issue. 

The proposed law of the Whitney committee, 
even though it were to be 100 per cent. perfect as a 
State law, would be as useless as Mrs. Partington’s 
besom as a means of keeping smuggled narcotics, 
alkaloids and derivatives out of the State just so 
long as the Federal authorities admit that they can- 
not stop illicit importagjon from Cuba, Mexico, 
South America and Canada, and illicit transporta- 
tion from States without adequate narcotic regula- 
tion, such as Florida. The State authorities them- 
selves admit that allowing an extremely high per- 
centage of such distribution locally to be at the doors 
of the jobber and the retailer—and this is not a fact 
and cannot be proved by court records or other- 
wise—there still remains an extremely large amount 
in illegal use to be accounted for from other sources. 
There are but two logical explanations: The increas- 
ing number of robberies of narcotic storerooms in 
wholesale or manufacturing houses, and the under- 
ground smuggling routes from South and Central 
America and Canada. 

Against such conditions as these a merely State 
measure cannot be effective, no matter how closely 
drawn or how wisely administered. Government 
regulation under the Harrison law as at present con- 
stituted is of little avail except in the matter of cer- 
tain important records which must be kept. 

There must be concerted effort on the part of both 
State and Federal authorities, and by international 
agreement with countries bordering upon the United 
States, by which the supplies of narcotics from with- 
out shall be stopped either before they reach the 
border or at the customs stations there; and the sup- 
plies of narcotics obtainable in this country shall be 
checked and followed and traced from the time of 
origin from the original drug base to the time of 
consumption by the individual user. 

The monthly report from manufacturer, whole- 
saler, jobber, retailer and physician is valuable only 
as it perfects the records of the State and city 
authorities and thus affords a certain amount of 
checking protection. But the main difficulty with 
all such safeguards as this and any form of record 
decided upon by the committee is that they merely 
apply to the druggists and the physicians whose rec- 
ords in behalf of narcotic sanity are perfectly clear 
—they do not and can not get to the root of the 
evil—illicit distribution and consumption. 

The triplicate order blank appears to be a pecul- 
iarly cumbersome piece of record machinery, not 
favored generally, and having had its inception as a 
result of deliberations by exponents of systematized 
reform—the very bureaucracy of philanthropic en- 
deavor where method is preferred to substance. It 
was embodied into the draft of the Whitney bill as 
a result of suggestion from such sources and not at 
the initiative of the committee, and will probably be 
dropped as a cumbersome non-essential in view of 
the ready-to-hand completeness of records now 
available from the Harrison law stubs. 

Government officials admit that more than half— 
and we believe the percentage is even larger—of the 
narcotics used illicitly in this State are introduced 
into State consumption through underground chan- 
nels, channels which can be dammed at the source 
only through State and Federal co-operation and a 
working arrangement with the foreign government 
beyond whatever border is chosen as the scene of 
the traffic. 

The Whitney committee has reached certain con- 
clusions as to what shall be done to perfect the State 
narcotic code as at present constituted. These con- 
clusions have received the support of the majority of 
the interests affected by the proposed amendments. 
The result has been an added impetus to the move- 
ment for a general narcotic housecleaning. 

Yet New York is but one room in the 45-cham- 
bered mansion of the United States—there are en- 
trances through the fences on all sides—and until 
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they shall be closed and the trespassers placed in 
durance the effectiveness of any purely State regula- 
tive enactment will continue to be jeopardized.

STANDARD OIL TANK 
HEALDTON TORPEDOED 


The American steamship Healdton was 
torpedoed last Wednesday evening. <A 
boat containing seven of the crew

No One Spoke in Favor of Bill Stop- 
ping Sale of Alcohol by 
Druggists. 


Albany, March 2, 1917. 

At a joint meeting of the Senate Taxa- 
tion Committee and the Assembly Excise 
Committee a hearing was held on As- 
sembiyman [Everett's bill, amending the 
liquor tux law by striking out the provi- 
sion permitting pharmacists to sell alco- 
hol for medicinal or mechanical pur- 
poses, without prescription, except during 
prohibited hours. 





No one appeared in supoprt of the 
measure except its introducer. Repre- 
sentatives of Mauhattan and Brooklyn 


Pharmaceutical associations spoke briefly 


against the bil’. It was urged, among 
other things, that if a druggist is for- 
bidden to sell alcohol during proper 


hours, there would seem to be no sound 
reason why he should be compelled to 
take out a license at all. The proposed 
legislation was declared to be harmful 
and extreme. One of the _ speakers 
against it suggested that if it was really 


intendea to stop druggists selling alco- 
hol for any purposes whatsoever, that 
end might be attained by forcing them 


to pay $1,500 for a license. 

Opponents of the measure further de- 
clared such legislation would prove a det- 
riment to the general public, many of 
whom were accustomed to purchase alco- 
hol of druggists for household uses. The 
druggist made little or no profit on such 
Sales, but felt that in such a case he 
hac a public duty to perform. The Ever- 
eit bill, if enacted into law, would work 
hardship On tne public, it was contended.

REVOLUTIONARY METHOD OF OBTAINING 
NITROGEN DESCRIBED BY PROF. BUCHER 


At the annual meeting of the Institute 
of Chemical Engineers at the Chemists’ 
Club, New York, Professor John E. 
Ltucher, of Brown University, lectured on 
the iixaticn of nitrogen, which means 
getting nitrogen from the air into chem- 
ical combination so that it May be used 
for the production of fertilizers, explo- 
sives, munitions of war, dyestuffs and 
generally in chemical industry. 

The industry of fixing nitrogen began 
at Niagara Falls nearly 20 years ago to 
carry out the inventions of Charles 8. 
Bradley, an American chemist. As money 
was not forthcoming to complete experi- 
ments, it drifted over to Norway, where 
it now flourishes. It requires enormous 
electric power. Then the Germans worked 
Out other processes, still very expensive, 
but which do not require so much elec- 
tric power. All other countries buy ni- 
trate of soda from Chile, which will give 
out some day and which is not available 
in war time if there is a_ blockade. 

Dr. Bucher talked, and when he had 
spoken an hour the audience would not 
let him stop. At the end of another hour 
he said he weuld have to close in order 
to catch his train for Providence. Quick- 
ly accommodations were prepared for him 
at the club and he was besought to con- 
tinue. At the end of the third hour he 
begged to be let off. Then the audience 
Closed in and asked questions. 

The substance of his address was the 
fact that he bas discovered that nitrogen 
will combine with an alkali and carbon in 
the presence of iron as a catalyst and 
produce the cyanide. What this means is 
that he mixed soda ash and powdered 
iron or iron ore—either will do—and pow- 
dered coke together and heated them in 
un ordinary furnace, ran air through the 
furnace and the result was cyanide of 
soda with the iron uncombined. The iron 
had acted as a chemical parson to com- 
bine nitrogen of the air with the soda 
and the coke. No _ electric power is 
needed, no heavy outlay, no costly mate- 


rials; the whole thing may be carried 
out anywhere at apparently very low 
cost. 


The sodium cyanide, by treatment with 
steam, will turn into bicarbonate of soda 
and ammonia and if you give the chem- 
ist ammonia to start with he has his 
fixed uitrogen there and can make nitric 
acid or fertilizer or any one of a thou- 
sand other things out of it. 

But Dr. Bucher went this one better, 
led into a cyanide of soda solution some 
Waste gas from his furnace (carbon diox- 
ide) and this produces urea. Now urea 
is three times as rich in nitrogen as ni- 
trate of soda and twice as rich as am- 
monium sulphate, both of which are used 
by farmers; it will not make the soil 
acid and it bids fair to give surprising re- 
sults as a fertilizer from preliminary 
tests made in the botanical laboratory of 
Brown University. 

The cyanide of soda under influence of 
aun electric current separates into metal- 
lic sodium, for which there is a large de- 
Mand in chemical industry, and cyano- 
gen. The cyanogen is rapidly absorbed 
in hydrochloric acid and -becomes oxa- 
mid. This contains nearly one-third ni- 
trogen in combination and is nearly in- 
soluble, so that it would not be washed 
away from the soil by rains and it should 
alsu make an ideal fertilizer. Of course, 
novody has thought of using urea or 
oxamid for fertilizer because they are so 
expensive, but Dr. Bucher’s work opens 
up al! sorts Of possibilities. 

‘Lhe great thing is that here appears to 
be a way of doing what chemists have 
been after for 4) years without any other 
law materials than coal, iron, soda and 
air and without the need of water power. 

‘here are engineering details that are 
not worked out or not yet proven in prac- 
tice, but the idea is there. 

Professor Bucher showed that his nitro- 
gen fixation process gave very effective 
new methods for the removal of carbon 
from iron, preparation of sodium, argon, 
oxamid, urea nitrate, oxalic acid and 
formic acid. Specimens of these _ sub- 
Stances were exhibited, and, in some 
cases, their formation was Shown. 

“The process, hence, works,’ he said, 
“with the utmost efficiency, and there is 
not the slightest chemical or engineering 
difficulty in its operation.. Even a small 
meat chopper will give over 5,000 pounds 
of briquettes a day, and, on a large scale, 
it could be replaced by a brick or tile- 
making machine. In an: emergency con- 
crete mixers. could be used instead of 


kneading machines, and an ordinary com- 
mercial oven, Such as is used in baking, 
would dry many tons of briquettes per 
day. Instead of iron scale, we can just 
as Well use iron Ore, such as magnetite, 
or haemetite, if desired. 

“It will hence be seen that all neces- 
sary apparatus and materia's exist in 
every manufacturing community and that 
a small plant could be installed and 
worked within a very few days at a rela- 
tively low initial cost. It is hence pre- 
eminetitly a process adapted, for an 
emersency us. compared with all other 
commervial nitrogen fixation processes. 
It requires no electric power, while it is 
stated that 460,000 electrical horsepower 
would be required by the electric are 
process, to produce the extra 180,000 tons 
of nitric acid which we would require 
yearly in case of war, and that the cyan- 
amid process would require 100,000 horse- 


power to furnish the same _ quartity. 
These processes, with their necessary 
power development and special machin- 


ery, cannot be instal'ed quickly, hence the 


$20,000,000 appropriation which Congress 
voted to establish a nitrogen fixation 
plant., 


“Electric heating can be used in the 
present process and the theoretical re- 
quirement would be 55,400 horsepower to 
produce 180,000 tons of nitric acid per 
year, and the burning of the carbon 
monoxid produced would give heat equiv- 
a’ent to 50,000 horsepower, which would 
largely offset unavoidable heat losses. 

“Scme reasons why all processes for 
fixing nitrogen in the form of cyan'ds 
have failed is because in most of the at- 
tempts iron was omitted, and, without 
iron, barely a trace of nitrogen is fixel 
at a red heat. No doubt others who used 
iron did not mix it thoroughly enough, 
or they melted it to globules by us ng 
too high a temperature. Others cooled 
the incandescent briquettes in gas con- 
taining air or carbon monoxid.” 
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Glycerine Recovery from Waste and 
Refuse Fats by British Mili- 
tary Authorities. 


London, March 2, 1917. 

Speaking in the House of Commons on 
the army estimates Mr. Forster, Under- 
Secretary of State for War, referred to 
the attention given by the army authori- 
ties to glycerine recovery from military 
kitchens. 

The War Office, he said, had given very 
special aitention to the waste of food. In 
former davs broken meat and other table 
refuse Was generally thrown: into the 
swill tub and sold for a relatively small 
sum, or buried or burned. It was now 
carefully collected and sorted. All the 
fats were collected and sold to soapmak- 
ers, who extracted the crude g ycerine 
required for the making of propellant 
explosives. Special plants had been 
erected, One in the United Kingdom and 
one in France. The results were so satis- 
factory that others would shortly be 
erected. The importance of this deve‘op- 
ment would be realized when it was stated 
that the fat contained 10 per cent. of fine 
glycerine, and that 1,000 tons of refined 
glycerine, which was the present rate of 
the annual output from the food of the 
troops, provided propellant charges for 
approximately 12,500,000 18-pounder shells. 
They sold this to the Ministry of Muni- 
tions at 4:50 per ton, whereas if they 
bought it in the United States they would 
have to pay £240 per ton.

issued. There are no preferred shares 
and no bonds. Those in control include 
Henry N. Gries, John T. Burke and 
others widely experienced in the oil 
business, 


The steamship Gulfmaid, built by the 
New York Shipbuilding Company for 
the Gulf Refining Company, was 
launched Tuesday last in the yards at 
Camden, N. J. She was christened by 
Mrs. Mary Faulkner Bbert, wife of 
Charles Ebert, of Pittsburgh, an offi- 
cial of the Gulf Refining Company, The 
ship is a tanker of 7,800 tons carrying 
capacity, 5,188 tons gross, 391.7 feet 
long, 51-foot beam and 30.2 feet depth, 
with & speed of 11% knots. She is a 
sister ship of the Gulfstream, Gulf- 
coast and Gulflight, the latter of which 
survived a submarine attack earlier in 
the war. 


The action of the stockholders of the 
Ohio Oil Company in raising the total 
capital stock from $15,000,000 to $60,- 
000,000 having been abrogated by the 
refusal of the Secretary of State of 
Ohio to file a certificate of such ac- 
tion, the directors of the company 
have announced that they cannot de- 
clare the contemplated stock dividend 
of $75 a share. The Attorney-General 
of Ohio held that the capital stock of 
an Ohio’ corporation cannot be in- 
creased by raising the par value of 
the stock: The directors have not de- 
termined what action, if any, will now 
be taken. 


At the March meeting of the Balti- 
more Branch, A. Ph. A., John F. Han- 
cock, the nestor of the Baltimore drug 
trade, who is more than 80 years old, 
gave an informal talk of reminiscences 
of the early days of pharmacy in Mary- 
land, including a history of the begin- 
ning and the first years of the Mary- 
land College of Pharmacy. Dr. Han- 
cock is still active as a member of the 
firm of John F. Hancock & Son, manu- 
facturers of medicated lozenges and 
other products. He has been for more 
than sixty years a druggist, for a long 
time a retailer and for several decades 
a manufacturer. 


The Continental Probate Company 
of Cleveland, Ohio, has been organ- 
ized to manufacture a full line of 
paints and varnishes. This company 
will cater principally to manufactur- 
ers and the jobbing trade. M. K. Ein- 
stein, formerly vice-president of the 
Uliman-Philpott Company, in which 
concern he acted in the capacity of 
sales and advertising manager, has 
been elected president of the new 
company. Mr. Einstein has many 
friends in the trade and is well 
thought of by all the members of the 
Cleveland Paint Club. The Conti- 
nental plant will be thoroughly over- 
hauled and equipped with new, up-to- 
date machinery. 


Chemists and manufacturers general- 
ly are expected to support the move- 
ment to have the American Chemical 
Society hold its annual meeting in 
Philadelphia in the fal] of 1918. The in- 
vitation will be extended by the Phila- 
delphia section of the society, A mo- 
tion to that effect, offered by C. S. 
Brinton, was adopted by the section 
last week. The Philadelphia delegates 
wiil lay the invitation before the semi- 
annual meeting of the parent body in 
Kansas City next month. More than 
500 chemists, representing almost every 
line of modern chemical industry, are 
enrolled in the Philadelphia section, 
making it the third largest constituent 
of the national body.

The latter were selected to act as 
spokesmen for the club and congratulate 
Mr. Chatfield on the successful outcome 
of the mission which took him to Europe 
and to tell him how glad all were to 
have him back again in their midst. Mr. 
Edgerly first called upon the ‘‘poet lau- 
reate”’ of the club, Frank P. Cheesman. 
Mr, Cheesman responded in his usual 
acceptable manner. His rendition of se- 
lected verses was,Wwarmly received and 
showed him at his best. After extend- 
ing a welcome to the guest of honor he 
struck a keynote which was taken up 
by the other speakers—it was a keynote 
of patriotism and he wound up his dis- 
course by an apostrophe to the flag 
which was highly commended, 

The toastmaster then introduced Arthur

Mr. Chatfield. Mr. Somers referred in 
a humorous way to Mr. Chatfield’s trip 
abroad and offered an ingenious explana- 
tion of how the vesSel on the return trip 
had escaped the clutches of the German 
submarines.

Chatfield, the plucky little woman who 
had accompanied her husband and ex- 
posed herself to the inconveniences and 
dangers which now confront the traveler 
abroad, 

Prolonged applause greeted Mr. Chat- 
field as he arose to respond to the pre- 
vious speakers.

As is well Known this is the Steamer on 
which Ambassador Gerard and his party 
returned, Mr. Chatfield takes exception 
to the report that he returned with Am- 
bassador Gerard. He claims that the 
Ambassador came home with him as he 
boarded the vessel at Genoa and the 
vessel stopped at another port to pick 
up the ambassadorial party. Mr. Chat- 
field declared that no submarines were 
sighted during the return voyage, and 
despite the anxiety of his friends he be- 
lieves the vessel was not in danger of 
attack at any time,

MORE ALASKA WELLS 
WILL BE OPENED 


’ Oil Men in Washington Urging Pas- 


sage Of Leasing Bill to Permit 
Additional Petroleum Develop- 


ments in North, 


Washington, March 23, 1917. 


More wells are to be sunk on the only 
oil claim in Alaska today. Falcon 
Joslyn, president of the St. Elias Oil 
Company, which owns this one claim of 
150 acres, has been in Washington mak- 
ing contracts for the shipment of ma- 
chinery and the starting of expert drill- 
ers to this property at Catalla on the 
south coast of Alaska. He has been in 
consultation with petroleum technologists 
of the U. 8S. Bureau of Mines. 

He expects to start his new drilling 
operations about May 1 and contemplates 
putting down three new wells. His com- 
pany is already getting about 50 barrels 
a day. 

On account of the failure of the gov- 
ernment to pass the general leasing bill 
there is now no law by which a pros- 
pective operator can acquire the right to 
work promising territory in Alaska. Mr. 
Joslyn sees a good field for development 
if Congress will pass this legislation. All 
the oil lands in Alaska were withdrawn 
from entry about seven years ago and 
no law since has given an Operator an 
opportunity to acquire drilling rights. 
This has completely stopped development 
of the oil industry in this region, Mr. 
Joslyn says. 

Mr. Joslyn is remaining over in Wash- 
ington for the special session of Con- 
gress, when he hopes to see some legis- 
lation put through which will open up 
the oil field. Geologists think that there 
is a big area of oil bearing territory, 
but this is pretty well broken up so 
that even expert surveyors find it dif- 
ficult to form any very reliable opinion 
regarding the oil content of that area. 

The oil produced by the St. Elias Oil 
Company is of very good quality of 
Pennsylvania grade. It has a paraffine 
base and is a good refining oil. Mr. 
Joslyn feels that if the government will 
throw open the lands for leases that very 
valuable oil supply will be secured from 
this district.

UNITED STATES PRODUCING MORE OILS 
FOR EDIBLE USE—OLIVE, PEANUT, CORN 


Washington, March 23, 1917. 


The demand for the oils suitable for 
Salad dressings and general food pur- 
poses has increased so rapidly in recent 
years that the consumption is now many 
times greater than the production of olive 
oil, formerly the chief product used. In 
the United States cottonseed, coconut and 
peanut oils are being used extensively. 
Corn oil is beginning to appear in the 
retail market and it is probable that 
sooner of later numerous other oils, in 
more or less general use in foreign coun- 
tries, such as the sunflower, the soya 
bean, poppy seed, and sesame will be- 
come more common here, 

Although large quantities of olive oil 
are imported into the United States, the 
American product is of high quality and 
commands a good price. The demand for 
pickled olives, however, is so great that 
it pays better in general to use the fruit 
in this way instead of crushing it for oil. 
Furthermore, the American olives are not 
so rich in oil as the Italian. Many of 
the varieties grown in Southern Europe 
contain between 40 and 60 per cent. of oil 
and in this country usually less than 30 
per cent, is obtained. 

On the other hand the United States 
produces by far the greater part of the 
cottonseed oil the world consumes. This 
product is in nearly every respect a satis- 
factory substitute for olive oil. At the 
present time the United States produces 
about 3,000,000 barrels of this oil and ex- 
Ports about 700,000 barrels. 

The yield of oil is usually less than 
17 per cent. of the weight of seed han- 
dled and, in consequence, there is a large 
residue of cake and hulls, 

Another oil not rapidly cOming into 
prominence is Made from the _ peanut. 
This industry ‘s especially promising for 


those districts of the South in which the 
boll weevil has made the raising of cot- 
ton uncertain. 

Although its manufacture is compara- 
tively new in this country, peanut oil has 
long been consumed in large quantities 
elsewhere. In Europe the finest grades of 
this product are used exclusively for edi- 
ble purposes, and the tremendous produc- 
tion in France—that in Marseilles alone 
being about 15,500,000 gallons annually—is 
practically all consumed abroad. Very 
little, iff any, of the highest-grade peanut 
oils are exported from Europe to the 
United States. 

Hitherto the American product has suf- 
fered from a lack of uniformity and from 
the use of all kinds of stock. The best 
cil is what is known as cold-drawn. This 
oil comes from the mill sweet and bril- 
liant and ready for table use. It has a 
pleasant, nutty taste and needs no re- 
fining, provided, of course, the original 
material was clean and free from rancid 
nuts, 

Quite recently corn oil has attracted 
some attention. This is derived from the 
small germ portion of our common In- 
dian corn. In the preperation of corn- 
starch and brewer’s grits, and sometimes 
in the case of other corn products, the 
germ is more or less completely separ- 
ated from the rest of the grain. It is 
Only in such cases that it is possible to 
make corn oil on a commercial scale, 
for otherwise the cost of extracting it 
would be too great. As yet, corn oil is 
not a4 common household product, but it 
is now being placed upon the market 
in small retail packages. Methods for 
making it sweet and attractive have been 
perfected and the manufacturers of edible 
fats are using increasing amounts in 
making lard substitutes, 





BRITISH MUNITIONS MINISTRY APPOINTS 


BRANCH UPON 


The British Minister of Munitions has 
established a branch of the ministry to 
deal with the supply and distribution of 
petroleum and mineral oils, and has es- 
tablished a petroleum supplies branch 
with E, Houghton Fry as director, 


In the investigation and development of 
hitherto unproved home sources of sup- 
Ply of mineral oils, the minister will be 
assisted by Sir Boverton Redwood as Di- 
rector of Munitions Petroleum Research. 
He has been honorary adviser on petrol- 
eum to the government for many years. 
Professor John Cadman, C. M. G., presi- 
dent of the Institution of Petroleum 
Technologists, will assist in the organiza- 
tion of arrangements with the Scottish 
Shale Distilleries during the war, with 
a view to a considerable increase in their 
output. Sir George Beilby is also assist- 
ing in an advisory capacity. 

It is also officially announced that the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research has appointed a board of fuel 
research, of which Sir George. Beilby, 


PETROLEUM SUPPLIES 


F. R. S., has consented to act as di- 
rector. He is a leading member of the 
Institution of Petroleum Technologists, 
and assisted the newly formed munitions 
petroleum supplies branch of the Minis- 
try of Munitions. He will be assisted by 
the Hon. Sir Charles Parsons, K. C. B., F. 
R. §.; Richard Threlfall, F. R. S., and 
Sir Richard Redmayne, K. C. B., chief 
inspector of mines, 

It will be the work of the board to in- 
vestigate the nature, preparation and 
utilization of fuel of all kinds, both in 
the laboratory and, where necessary, on 
an industrial scale. Sir George Beilby, 
with the assistance of his board, will be 
responsible for drawing up schemes of 
research into these problems, and when 
the schemes have been approved by the 
advisory council and the Committee of 
the Privy Council authority will be given 
him to carry them, into effect. 

The importance and magnitude of the 
work before the new board may be com- 
pared to that of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines. 


OIL COMPANY TO 
USE FORWARD PROCESS 


First Royalty Contract for New. 


Steam Cracking Method of Ex- 

tracting Gasoline Placed—Other 

Companies Negotiating. 

Urbana, Ohio, March 23, 1917. 

The first royalty contract for Dr. C. B. 
Forward’s new oil refining process was 
signed last week with a Southern oil cor- 
poration, the name of which is withheld. 
The provisions of the contract call for 
the installation of three plants, two of 
500-barrels daily capacity each, and the 
third of 1,000-barrels capacity per diem. 
Several other companies, it is understood, 
are in negotiation with Dr. Forward for 
the use of his process for cracking crude 
oil by steam. 


Recent Tests of Process Show Ef- 


fectiveness of Methods. 


The Reporter at various times has 
printed explanatory material concerning 
the Dr. Forward process of extracting 
gasoline from crude oil, which the in- 
ventor claims will reduce the cost of 
construction one-half and yet retain the 
Same efficiency and capacity. The first 
demonstration plant was erected last 
summer, and has recently been improved. 
Dr, Forward uses steam exclusively in 
or the crude oil into what he calls 
“Celer-Vis,’’ a powerful motor fuel. 

An interesting report has just been 
made public by Prof. Charles F. Ma- 
bery, of the Case School of Applied Sci- 
ence, following a visit to the plant of the 
Oil Refining and Development Company 
(Dr. Forward’s plant) at Urbana, Ohio. 
Prof. Mabery made a thorough examina- 
tion of the plant, which was completed 
by laboratory tests of the products, and 
portions of his findings will be found of 
interest :— 

“Saturday, February 24, 1917, I made a 
thorough examination of the Forward 
plant at Urbana, Ohio, with reference to 
its construction and operation, and col- 
lected samples of the crude oil used, the 
motor fuel oil and the residuum. 

“I observed that the gasoline came over 
water white, and apparently in proper 
condition for use, and that the residuum 
gave no more evidence of decomposition 
than the crude oil from which it was 
prepared. These obServations were con- 
firmed by a thorough chemical examina- 
tion which I made in my laboratory at 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

“Two samples of the water white mo- 
tor fuel oil were found to have the spe- 
cific gravity, 53 B. and 57 B. 

“Another sample gave the specific grav- 
ity 55 B. and another, 61 B. 

“ISvidently the specific gravity depends 
on the point at which the fuel oil is cut 
out from the residuum, and may be 
varied at will. 

“An examination of the constituents 
of these several samples showed that 
they had been separated from the crude 
oil without decomposition, and therefore 
possessed the best composition for maxi- 
mum fuel effect. 

“Residuum—The proportion of residuum 
—33 per cent.—is small for a-crude oil, 
gravity 44 B. It is composed of the lub- 
ricant hydrocarbons with the usual per- 
centage of paraffine. It yields by dis- 
tillation in vacuum or by steam approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. of a distillate, grav- 
ity 25 B. well adapted for a lubricant. If 
the paraffine were pressed out before this 
distillation, 20 per cent. of the original 
— would make an excellent cylinder 
stock.”’

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TRIPLICATE NARCOTIC ORDER BLANK NOT 
APPROVED OF BY DRUGGISTS AND DOCTORS 





Registration of Narcotic Sales as Called for by Whitney Bill 
Believed Unnecessary, Since Filing of Harrison Law 
Records Would Reach Same End—Large Attendance 
at Hearing on Whitney Measure at Albany on Thursday. 


Two facts were brought out on Thurs- 
day at the narcotic bill hearing at Al- 
bany of the Senate Health Committee, of 
which Senator George H. Whitney is 
chairman—the general desire on the part 
of physicians, pharmacists and the pro- 
fessions, as well as the police and ju- 
dicial powers of the city and the State, 
for effective regulation of the narcotic 
drug evil; and, second, the willingness 
of the distributors, wholesale, jobbing and 
retail, to put up with even more onerous 
restrictions than at present, if the re- 
sults to be obtained warrant it. 

The hearing was held in the Senate 
Chamber at the Capitol, following the 
adjournment of the Senate, and was one 
of the most important in point of at- 
tendance and in interest shown of any 
of the series, 

The generally expressed opinion was 
against the triplicate order blank provi- 
sion in the Whitney bill—Nos. 667, 1,062— 
as not necessary, and as lacking in ef- 
fectiveness as a preventive measure, 
yet almost without exception the pro- 
testants agreed that should the commit- 
tee decide the provision necessary the 
protest would not be insisted upon. 
There was also general agreement that 
the provision in regard to the filing of 
monthly reports of sales, etc., could be 
met simply and with complete effective- 
ness by the filing with the State Board 
of Health once a month of copies of the 
Harrison law records now obligatory 
under the Federal law. This change 
from the present draft was indorsed by 
Charles Gibson, of Albany, @x-president 
of the N. W. D. A.; Jacob Diner, dean 
of Fordham School of Pharmacy; former 
Alderman Jacob Weil, of New York city, 
and by representatives of State and 
county ‘medical and pharmaceutical or- 
ganizations, 

Owing to the delay of several hours in 
calling the hearing, due to late adjourn- 
ment of the Senate, a number of speak- 
ers could not be heard, but at the re- 
quest of Chairman Whitney, written ar- 
guments and suggestions will be sent to 
the committee covering the points at 
issue. 

Dr. Diner Opens Hearing. 


Dr. Jacob Diner, dean of Fordham 
Schvol of Pharmacy, who represented 
the Narcotic Committee of the Medical 
Society of the County of New York, said 
that the society he represented ap- 
proved of the Whitney bill with some 
minor changes. He was not in favor 
of the so-called Mills bill, introduced at 
the instance of the Judges and Justices’ 
Association. His committee believed that 
the bill should include some provision for 
the possession of hypodermic needles by 
registered nurses, to be used by the di- 
rection of physicians, since it is not al- 
ways possible for a physician to be pres- 
ent when the use of hypodermics is in- 
dicated. 

Dr. Rooney, representin the State 
Medical Society of New York, was in en- 
tire accord with the bill with the excep- 
tion of the provision covering the dis- 
pensing of narcotics to addicts. He be- 
lieved that such distribution should not 
be placed in the hands of the boards of 
health, but that the authority and_ the 
right to treatment should be vested in 
the departments of charities and correc- 
tion. His society would favor the regis- 
tration of addicts, but he thought that 
the tripiicate order blank provision might 
be dispensed with and some other method 
adopted. He did not believe in the reg- 
istration of addicts per se any more than 
in the registration of alcoholics or of 
those suffering with venereal disease. 
Despite the suffering and the crime re- 
sulting from drug addiction he did not 
believe the narcotic drug addict the men- 
ace to public health and to society as the 
sufferer from venereal diseases and the 
confirmed user of alcoholic liquors. 


Registration Rather Than Triplicate 
Blank. 


If it should become the choice of two 
methods—registration of addicts, or the 
use of triplicate order blank—the society 
would favor registration. Should regis- 
tration be decided upon Dr. Rooney fa- 
vored the registration of habit-forming 
drug users with local boards of health, 
just as cases of infectious diseases are 
recorded, the local boards naturally re- 
porting back to the State Board. He 
strongly objected to the exemption of any 
proprietary medicine under the law on 
any ground whatsoever. 

Dr. Diner expressed himself! equally 
strongly as. against exemption of pro- 
prietaries from the restrictions of the 
proposed law. 


Dr. Davin Congratulates Committee. 


Dr, John B. Davin, representing the 
Federation of Medical Economic Leagues 
of New York, congratulated the Whitney 
Committee upon the work accomplished 
and recommendations embodied in the 
bill. He, for his society, indorsed the 
Whitney bill in every way with the ex- 
ception of the registration of the names 
of addicts, and this protest is made by 
his felluw physicians solely on _ the 
ground that it would interfere with pro- 
fessional secrecy. He did, however, pre- 
fer registration to the adoption of the 
triplicate order blank provision. 

Arthur S. Wardle, representing the 
State Pharmaceutical Association, de- 
clared that the retail druggist objected 
most strenuously to the provision calling 
for the triplicate order blank, since he 
felt that under this provision it would 
be impossible for the druggist to fill 
orders outside of the State. He did not 


feel that business should be driven out- 
side the State. The Harrison act already 


provides a record, at all times availab‘e, 
with a duplicate stub in the order book. 
Under the present State law—the Boylan 
law—State officials and inspectors have 
the right to inspect the Federal records 
at all times. Under such circumstances 
Mr. Wardle felt that the requirement that 
three blanks should be filled out was un- 
warranted. He declared that the burden 
of the ee had been that the bulk 
of the surreptitious trade came from out- 
side the State, and he could not see how 
a triplicate blank or a dozen blanks 
could stop such trade. Mr. Wardle fur- 
ther said that under the proposed law he 
could not buy narcotics outside the State 
since no provision was made in the law 
for such purchases, and the’ provision 
that a blank be filled out and filed could 
not be enforced since the sales would be 
outside State jurisdiction. Chairman 
Whitney explained that a copy of the 
bill of sale from outside sources, filed 
with the Harrison stub, would be suf- 
ficient in such cases. 


Harrison Law Reports Sufficient. 


Mr. Wardle said that the Harrison law 
calis for a record of drugs received, in- 
ventory on July 1, and a record of the 
disposition of such drugs, and this, to 
his mind, was sufficient. . 

Charles Gibson, of the Gibson-Snow 
Company,-Inc., Albany, a former _presi- 
dent of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, Made the suggestion, 
which was very well received, that he 
thought the demands of both the State 
and the condition would be met by the 
filing each month with the State Board 
of Health of a duplicate of the records 
kept by manufacturers, jobbers, whole- 
salers and distributors of narcotic drugs 
under the Harrison law. 


“Commitment” to Physician’s Care. 


Howard Clark Barber, secretary of the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime, be- 
lieved that registration of addicts would 
add substantially nothing to present ef- 
fectiveness of the law. He-saw in the 
triplicate order blank an attempt to cen- 
tralize information with a State board 
so as to be available for use by those 
charged with the enforcement of the 
State iaw. He thought it a question as 
to which method—registration or tripli- 
cate blanks—would effect the greatest 
good. He believed absolutely in some 
form of central registration and the pro- 
vision of periodic registration at stated 
intervals by physicians and the boards 
of health. He offered suggestions as to 
the filing of order blanks, and wished a 
provision in the law providing still fur- 
ther for the protection of physiciatis in 
receipt of gifts of narcotics from addicts. 
He disapproved of the provision of the 
law calling for the “commitment” of ad- 
dicts to the care of physicians, since this 
was not possible, as the physicians had 
no means of restraint, and it would not 
be practicable to treat addicts unless re- 
strained. He believed unlawful selling 
should be made a felony instead of a 
misdemeanor, and approved of the ‘‘good 
faith’’ definite clause of the Mills Dill, 
and also of the triplicate blank clause 
of the latter bill as compared with that 
of the Whitney bill. 

Assistant District Attorney Owen Bo- 
hen also Objected to the. “‘commitment” 
to a physician, believing that the con- 
struction of this clause should be 
changed, a question concurred in by Dr. 
Ernest C. Bishop, visiting physician at 
the Workhouse Hospitals, New York. 

Jacob Weil, representing the drug and 
chemical section of the New York Board 
of. Trade and Transportation, wished an 
exemption clause inserted in section 245 
of the bill, covering the use of Natianal 
Formulary and . §& Pharmacopeeia 
preparations. He declared that the bill 
as drawn would destroy completely the 
export trade in-narcotics from New York 
city. and State, since no provision was 
embodied in the measure providing for 
such shipments. He believed ‘that the 
manufacturer should be made equally re- 
sponsible under the law and should be 


obliged to. file any records demanded of . 


other branches of the trade and of the 
»yharmaceutical and medical professions. 
In regard to subterranean imports. he 
believed that no State measure could be 
made effective, and that the solution lay 
in combined action by the United States 
with the governments beyond our bor- 
ders—Canada, South and Central Amer- 
ica and Cuba. He believed that the 
treatment of addicts should be governed 
in the same manner as contagious dis- 
eases by the local boards of health. 
Assistant District Attorney Bohan, of 
New York city, speaking for District At- 
torney Swann, requested that any penaity 
imposed under'the law be made a mis- 
demeanor rather than a felony, because 
of the difficulty in securing convictions. 


Wholesalers Will Back the Law, 
Says Gibson. 


Mr. Gibson, speaking for the whole- 
salers, declared that the wholesalers and 
manufacturers of narcotic drugs and 
medicaments containing narcotics, were 
willing to do anything within reason 
which would check the spread of the evil. 
He favored registration with the State 
Board of Health rather than the use of 
the triplicate order blank, and declared 
that owing to the confusion as to blanks, 
and the generally incorrect filling out of 
the Harrison blanks, it would be impos- 
sible for the wholesale druggist to fill 
more than 75 per cent. of his orders at 
the most, and in some cases the percent- 
age might run as low as 50 per cent. 

Secretary Wm. F. McConnell, of the 
drug trade section, New York. Board of 
Trade and Transportation, believed that 
by permitting the use of duplicates of

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LARGE INCREASE IN | 
SUPPLY OF POTASH 


Operations of Pacific Coast Borax 
and Solvay Process Companies 
Have Improved Output at Searles’ 
Marsh—1,000 Tons a Month Out- 
put. 


Washington, March 23, 1917. 


A moet important addition to the pot- ~ 


ash supply of the United States comes 
with the development of a new field of 
production at Searles’ March, in the ex- 
treme northwest section of San Bernar- 
dino county, California, not far from the 
famous Death Valley country. Secretary 
Franklin Kk. Lane, of the Department of 
the Interior, is in receipt of information 
announcing that a large modern potash 
plant has just been.completed by the Pa- 
cific Coast Borax and Solvay Process 
companies, and that operations will be 
begun about the first of the month. 

It is estimated that the output will be 
about 1,000 tons per month of muriate of 
potash, 80 per cent. or better pure potash. 
A new process for the refinement of the 
raw product has been perfected by the 
two a and is reported to be 


most satisfactorily successful. The new 
field is included in about 1,500 acres of 
patented land owned by the interested 


concerns, so that there are no obstacles 
to the conduct of operations once the 
machinery is started. Railroad facilities 
have been extended to the field and the 
owners announce that they are 
lutely confident’’ they will be turning put 
the tonnage stated. 

The operation of this new plant may be 
expected to arouse wider interest in the 
development of such industry in this 
country. This product is mainly used 
for fertilizing purposes. Heretofore the 
main production came from Germany, 
but since the European war this Supply 
has been cut off. Since the outbreak of 
hostilities, the price has-risen from $40 
to about $400 per ton.

$75,000 Fire Follows Explosion -at 
Sherwin-Williams Plant at 
Pullman, Il. 


. Chicago, March 23, 1917. 


* An explosion and fire wrecked section 18 
of. the Sherwin-Williams “Company's 
paint plant at Pullman on» Wednesday 
and imperilled scores of lives, causing 
a property loss estimated at $75,000. This 
was::the third fire in two months at 
the plant. 

The Sherwin-Williams Company ‘has 
been- experimenting with dyestuff pro- 
duttion and it was in one of the build- 
ings specially constructed for theSe ex- 
periments that the explosion occurred. 

Several workmen were burned or in- 
jured, and it was first reported that six 
were missing and perhaps dead in the 
wrecked building. 

The explosion tore off the two upper 
stories of the four-story brick structure. 
A big machine was hurled through a 
wall, 

Rm. V. Brown, superintendent of the 
plant, said the fact that the force of the 
explosion was upward saved a number 
of lives. H. J. Hain, the manager, said 
the loss would amount to $75,000.

This opinion is expressed by govern- 
ment officials both in the military 
branches of the governmént and those 
in closer touch with the needs and con- 
ditions of commerce. 

An extraordinary demand for explosives 
would be the only big development that 
might interfere with present plans being 
carried Out by the United States Bureau 
of Chemistry. There is a possibility that 
the ‘need “for manufacturing explosives 
might call:into this service every dye 
works that the government might be try- 
ing to build up. . 


The government officials, however, be- 
lieve that this is not likely to happen, 
becauSe thé largest munitions Plants and 
explosives concerns in the world today 
are in this country, and the moSt extrav- 
agant estimates cf the. nation’s. needs 
come within the capacity of these’ plants. 

With the tariff as it is and the British 
fleet blyeking- the importations from the 
former ; source of supply, Germany;: the 
manufacturers of the United States real- 
ize that American dyestuffs must be 
turned out as fast as possible: It will 
take a tremendous war, they feel, to in- 
terfere with this industry now. ; 

If present prospects work out: satis- 
factorily it is expected that the Federal 
dye works at Ft. Myer, near Arlington, 
will we opened about September 1, .Con- 
gress has given the authority and the 
money to put in the necessary enlarge- 
ments. improvements and machinery. 
The Bureau of Chemistry .is now adver- 
tising for bids on enlargements and addi- 
tions and on July 1 the bureau will :ad- 
vertise for other building work. Con- 
tracts have been let for a good share of 
the machinery and other bids are to be 
Opened the last of the month.

New York College at Annual Meet-

SEEK TRADE AND BUREAU CO-OPERATION 
IN REGULATING IMPORTATIONS OF DRUGS 





Bureau of Chemistry Hearing Brings Out Representatives 
of Drug Industry Who Offer Pertinent Suggestions— 


Right of Appeal from Examiner’s Decisions S 


Urged. 


Washington, March 23, 1917. 


Prominent drug interests appeared in 
force at a hearing by the Bureau of 
Chemistry Tuesday regarding the desir- 
ability of giving publicity to detention 
of importations under the pure food and 
drugs act, held up because of adultera- 
tions, misbranding and substitution. 
The presentation of the case for the 
drug trade was handled by WwW. B. 
Crounse, Washington representative of 
the N. W. D. A. Speakers included Dr. 
A. R. L. Dohme, of Sharpe & Dohme, 
Baltimore, representing the Nationat 
Drug Trade Conference; W. J. Gesell, of 
Lehn & Fink; C. Mahlon Kline, of Smith, 
Kline & French Company, Philadelphia; 
J. W. England, secretary of the Phila- 
delphia Drug Exchange; Irving McKes- 
son and F. J. McDonough, of McKesson 
& Robbins, New York; S. M. Money- 
penny, of the National Aniline and Chem- 
ical Company, New York; Malcolm Mc- 
Kenzie, of Antoine Chiris Company, New 
York. Burton T. Bush and J. H. Velsor 
represented the drug trade Section, New 
York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion; F. EK. Holliday, secretary, the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association; 
5. C. Brockmeyer, general counsel, the 
N. A. R. D. and C. G. Weiscopf, of H. L. 
Lathrop & Co., New York. 


Two Suggestions by A. R. L. Dohme. 


Dr. Dohme introduced two _ proposi- 
tions :— 
First. ‘“‘We favor such measure of 


publicity with regard to the importa- 
tion of drugs as will best serve the 
interests of importers, manufacturers, 
dealers and consumers. With these 
considerations in mind we desire to 
suggest a modification of or substi- 
tute for the proposed publication of 
the decisions of drug examiners. We 
believe the interests of all parties can 
best be Served by the appointment of 
a joint committee to be composed of 
several officials of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Ag- 
riculture and an adequate number of 
members: of the drug trade to be. 
designated by the National Drug 
Trade Conference, whose duty it shall 
be to fix tentative standards for im- 
ported drugs, such standards to be 
promulgated for the guidance of drug 
examiners at all ports. 

“With such a system in_ operation 
drug importers will have full informa- 
tion concerning the standards to 
enforced and foreign producers and 
dealers, being advised of the require- 
ments, would be warned In advance of 
the futility of attempting to ship in- 
terior goods to this country.” 


Seek Right of Appeal from Decisions 


The second proposition requested that 
the Department of Agriculture co-oper- 
ate with the drug trade in efforts to se- 
cure an amendment of the food and 
drugs act giving importers the right of 
appeal to the court from decisions of 
drug examiners. This right at the pres- 
ent time they do not have and the re- 
sult is often that quite important inter- 
ests suffer serious injury because of the 
impossibility of securing a review of the 
case. The idea suggested was that an 
appeal might be arranged for by the 
U. S. Board of General Appraisers and, 
if found of sufficient importance, to the 
Court of Customs Appeal. 

Mr. Gesell presented a number of illus- 
trations of the varying practices of drug 
examiners at different norts, demonstrat- 
ing that the same examiners do not al- 
ways make the same ruling as to impor- 
tations of crude drugs. 

Mr. Kline gave illustrations taken from 
the experiences of his own house show- 
ing that in some instances drugs which 
had been excluded at one port were sub- 
sequently admitted at another. 

Mr. England submitted a brief in be- 
half of the Philadelphia Drug Exchange 
favoring publication of information rela- 
tive to the detention of importations of 
food and drugs at ports of entry, if done 
in such a way as Not to bring public op- 
probrium upon the honest importer, who, 
buying abroad, cannot guarantee the qual- 
ity of the shipment. To _ publish his 
name, therefore, as importing adulter- 
ated goods, would be unjust and would 
injure his business standing. ; 

‘The main purpose of the publicity,’ 
salg Mr. England, ‘‘should be to furnish 
information that would result in doing 
two things:—First, inform foretgn ex- 
porters as to the kind of goods that would 
not be admitted into this country; and 
second, advise the domestic importer as 
to the kind of goods that are being 


shipped to this country, so that he can only a few years ago. 


trongly 


the Bureau of Chemistry in securing an 
amendment to the present law that will 
permit of an appeal from the decisions 
of administrative officials such as is now 
permitted to importers of goods other 
than food and drugs in relation to classi- 
fication and duties. 

Mr. McKesson spoke on great desira- 
bility of such methods of proceedings as 
would enable the importers to know in 
advance what standards must be met by 
their importations, stating that if such 
standards were promulgated they would 


not only result in uniform action on the. 


part of drug examiners, but would also 
serve as notice to foreign shippers not 
to send inferior drugs to this market. 


Value of Co-operation, 


Mr. Brockmeyer predicted that the co- 
operation of the trade with the depart- 
ment would prove very valuable in bring- 
ing out a better understanding. 

Mr. Crounse urged Dr. Alsberg to give 
careful consideration to the plan Involved 
in Dr. Dohme’s statement both as to the 
co-operation of the drug trade in the fix- 
ing of tentative standards and with refer- 
ence to the proposed amendment of the 
pure food and drugs law so as to provide 
for appeal from decisions of drug ex- 
aminers. 





DRUG REPORTER 


He expressed the belief that if tenta- 
tive standards could -be adopted for im- 
ported drugs in co-operation with the 
drug trade it would come very near solv- 
ing all the difficulty, for if the standards 
were well known he thought there wou'd 
be few attempts to ship inferior drugs 
to the United States, and consequently 
there would be few appeals from the de- 
cisions of the drug examiners. 


Dr. Alsberg Appreciative of Attitade 


Dr. Alsberg expressed himself as much 
pleased with the attitude of the drug 
trade and said he heartily appreciated 
the offer of co-operation made by Dr. 
Dohme and his associates. He added 
that the bureau had undertaken to fix 
tentative standards for imported drugs in 
a considerable number of cases and had 
intended to solicit criticism of these 
standards from people in the trade. Dr. 
Alsberg was sure that in the future bu- 
reau Officials would endeavor to make it 
p'ain that the bureau wishes the co- 
Operation of drug importers in fixing 
standards, and criticisms and suggestions 
would be earnestly solicited. 

Dr. Alsberg also said that he would 
take under advisement the propositions 
advanced by Dr. Dohme and would give 
them very careful consideration. Ha 
thought it quite likely a plan could be 
devised under which the bureau and the 
trade could work together in the fixing 
of standards and in determining the best 
methods of sampling and testing. 
Practically all the members of the 
trade present expressed the opinion that 
the publication of decisions of drug ex- 
aminers with regard to adulterating, 
misbranding, etc., would be of no value 
to any interest, but, to the contrary, in 
many cases would work great hardship 
to reputable importers, 

A similar view with regard to the pub- 
lication Of examiners’ decisions was ex- 
pressed by all the other interests present. 








MORE THAN $100,000,000 


IN AMERICAN 


OIL TANKERS ORDERED SINCE WAR BEGAN 


Port Arthur, Texas, March 20, 1917. 

Since the destruction of the Roumanian 
oil fields, there has been an enormous in- 
crease in the export of this product from 
the Texas and Mexico producing fields. 
In order to provide for the transportation 
of the oil, it has been necessary for all! 
of the companies engaging in this trade 
to make large additions to their tank 
steamer fleets. 

Some idea of how this business has de- 
veloped during the last two years. may 
be had by the statement that during that 
period orders have been placed for the 
building Of more than 100 new oil tank 
steamers with American Ship builders. 
The cost of each of these vessels is ap- 
proximately. $1,000,000, which makes a total 
of more than $100,000,000 that will have 
been expended in enlarging the oil carry- 
ing fleets when the orders that already 
have been placed are filled. Of the more 
than 100 new oil tankers, the construction 
of which has been started since the be- 
ginning of the war, 26 have already been 
launched and 61 are scheduled toe fin-

GROWING SHORTAGE IN 
CRUDE OIL REPORTED 


Government Officials Used Unusual 


Efforts to Meet Demands by Ex- 
ploiting Every Bit of Structure 


That Offers Promise, 
Washington, March 23, 1917. 


That there is a tremendous shortage 
of crude oil is admitted by government 
officials in touch with conditions in all 
the large oil fields. Reports from Call- 
fornia show that the reserve has been 
pulled down 12,000,000 gallons and a big 
drilling campaign is being carried on in 
desperate effort to release every bit of 
crude oil possible. 

Similarly in Oklahoma and Kansas the 
oil producers are putting out every bit 
of structure that proves promising. 

The heavy winter has delayed work 
especially in Wyoming, where there is big 
excitement over prospects of large oil 
development. The weather has been so 
severe that passenger train service be- 
tween Cheyenne and Green River has 
been seriously interfered with. As most 
of the oil development is carried on in 
bleak, open places, weather conditions 
have dictated the practical cessation of 
drilling activities. 

Reports on new fields received by gov- 
ernment officials show that considerable 
promise is entertained regarding the 
possibility of new wells in Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Kentucky. Scouts of the 
Geological Survey and the U. S. Bureau 
of Mines have been giving a great deal 
of attention to these localities. 


TEXAS-PANHANDLE. 


Fort Worth, Texas, March 21, 
The total runs from the wells of the Pan- 
handle fiejds of Texas for February, which 
does not include the production of the Corsi- 
cana field, amounted to 601,567. barrels, the 
deliveries were 626,804 barrels, and the stocks 
held by the pipeline companies at the close 
of the month were 608,633 barrels. In Wichita 
county the pipelines run 648.170 barrels, and 
delivered 594,240 barrels. n the Petrolia dis- 
tract the lines run 17,887 barrels and deliv- 
ered 7,154 barrels, while in the Strawn field . 
the runs from the welle were 25,500 barrels, 
and the same amount was delivered., In the 
three districts mentioned there are 608,635 
barrels of crude petroleum stored in tanks to 
be delivered as called for. In Wichita county

Company. In the Petrolia district the oil 
handled by the two above-mentioned com-

pany. In the Strawn district the Texas and 
Pacific Off Company and the Palo Pinto Oil 
Company handle the production. In the Cor- 
sicana field the production for February of 
heavy grade oil amounted to 14288 barrels, 
while the light grades were 8190 barrels, 
making a total of 24.478 barrels run from 
the Corsicana wells during the month of Feb- 
ruary. 

In Wichita county during February, and 
from the Electra field the oil run from the 
wells for the month were 465,308 barrels, and 
from the Burkburnett field the runs were 184,- 
862 barrels. This shows a decrease in the 
runs when compared with the January figures 
of 74,469 barrels. The shipments also showed 
a decrease for the month of 138,468 barrels. 
The runs in the Petrolia field for the month 
shows an increase of &824 barrels. while the 
deliveries show a decrease of 3,548 barrels. 
The Strawn pool, in Palo Pinto county, also 
shows an all around falling off, due to the 
closing in of a number of wells during the 
scarcity of water and the bad weather condi- 
tions. 

In Stephens County. 


The Teaxs and Pacific Coal Company's deep 
test on the Wright tract, in Stephens county, 
is once more drilling and has reached a depth 
of a little over 3.400 feet. This company is 
putting in a rig for a test well on the Lee 
tract, east of Caddo, and another on the 
Winston tract, both being purely wildcat 
wells. This concern is shut down at a test 
near Crystal Falls, on the Sloan tract, at a 
depth of 2,400 feet. A rig is up for a test 
well on the Gaston tract, in the same vicinity. 
In the vicinity of Wayland rigs are up for 
test wells on the Booher and Maxwell tract, 
and a test on the Smith tract is under-reaming 
at a depth of 840 feet, whila No. 1 Lauder- 
dale tract is drilling, and a test on the Cash 
pest has reached a depth of close to 1,000 
eet. 

The Gulf Production Company is drilling a 
test on the McCauley tract, in the vicinity of 
Breckenridge. Felt & Co. are under-reaming 
at s test on the Moon tract at a depth of 2,289 
eet.

This 
company’s test on the Glover tract has reached 
a depth of close to 500 feet. In the same 
vicinity Palmer, Owen & Wilson are casing 
at 800 feet at a test on the Hess ranch. 

The wildeat well of the Texas and Pacific 
Coal Company on the Middleton Ranch, west 
of Mineral Weils, has reached a depth of 
about 2 feet, and should strike the pay 
sand wit! a few days’ steady drilling. The 
Empire Gas and Fuel Company will start a 
test well on the Watson Ranch, in the north- 
east corner of section 38. 

In Archer County. 

There are several gas sands located to the 
east of Archer City, according to the forma- 
tions passed through so far in a test weil 
drilling by the Wichita Archer Oil Company. 
Several gas showings were encountered before 
the well had reached a depth of 2,000 feet, 
and another showing, which was still better, 
at a depth of about 1,400 feet, and work is 
going ahead, the well now ‘being close to 
1,600 feet. The surface indications in that part 
of the country and around this particular 


well are for a well far above the average, but 
the drill alone can determine this. If this well 
fails to find the product, others will be sunk 


in the vicinity. 

M. Murphy has made a location for a test 
on No, 18 in the southwest corner of block 
34, and east of the Panther wells in the Hol- 
liday section. ‘C, E, Sykes & Co. wilt drill 
on the Ferguson tract, and the Red River Oil 
Company will drill on the Kemp & Kemp 
tract.

There is very little doing in the flax- 
seed market at present owing to the light 
receipts. Late last week there -was a 
severe snowstorm over most of the 
Northwest and train service was almost 
completely stopped. Receipts of all 
grains since last Saturday have been 
very light and the day to day offerings 
of flaxseed have shown a noticeable fall- 
ing off. There is a good demand for 
anything that shows up, but prices show 
some relaxation compared with the fu- 
tures, Crushers are in no need of fur- 
ther supplies for immediate crushing as 
they have a limited outlet for oil and 
are bothered with an accumulation of 
meal and cake, but whenever there is 
Storage room available there is no hesi- 
tancy in picking up raw material for fu- 


ture use. 

The first real indication of preparations 
for the new crop sowing developed this 
week when seed handfers picked up two 
ears of choice stuff. There was no ele- 
vatur demand for seed this past week 
and no round lots were offered out of 
store. One elevator company continues 
to ship seed to Duluth for storage there. 

Offerings of domestic seed to arrive 
were very light, only 3,000 bushels being 
truded in this week so far. There is 
some Canadian terminal elevator seed for 
Sale, but the crushers here are not good 
bidders for it. It is a bare No. 1 here. 
Any country run Canadian seed is in 
very good demand. Some Canadian Seed 
was oifered cn spot Monday and again 
today. It was elevator mixed and grad- 
ed No. 2 in Canada and No, 1 here. It 
sold at about 2c. under choice domestic 
Nv, 1 price. 

There is no fresh news from the coun- 
try concerning preparations for flax 
sowing. The snow of last week deferred 
plowing again, but the weather now is 
very favorable for the early development 
of spring work and no doubt there will 
be some news of the plans of the farm- 
ers regarding this year’s sowing. The 
continued high price level is some en- 
couragement regarding the area to be 
put to Max this year. 

LINSEED OIL. 

There is a moderate trade in oil right 
along, more than usual for this time of 
the year, but the crushers are not very 
anxious to sell under present conditions. 
They are bothered very much with the 
complaints of customers who have oil 
bought which the crushers can not de- 
liver on account of the lack of cars. Be- 
sides the car shortage the very unfavor- 
able conditions for switching, due to the 
last neavy snow, interfere with the 
movement of oil. Shipping directions are 
plentiful and very prompt, but the crush- 
ers are unable to do anything to help 
matters. They have plenty of oil to take 
care of their contracts and are able to 
get very few cars. Tank cars are hard 
to get and the supply of box cars is 
practically nil. Anything on wheels is 
being uSed when available, 

The operations of the crushers are 
hampered by the lack of outlet for by- 
product. Most of the mills are running 
after a fashion, but the accumulation of 
meal is a great bother. While the sup- 
ply of Oil on hand has increased lately 
at the same time fresh sales have ac- 
counted for most of the accumulation. 
None of the crushers are looking ahead 
very far in ge | the supply necessary 
for summer use. he supply of raw ma- 
terial In reach or in sight is very limited 
and foreign news is not favorable for an 
outside supply. Buyers in the United 
Kingdom are reaching out for Argentine 
and Indian seed and this is an indica- 
tion that the Canadian supply will prob- 
ably be taken for their use in the end. 
Advices from Russia are to the effect 
that not enough seed was raised last 
year to take care of seed requirements 
this year. Of course the crushers will 
take care of business as long as they 
can, but from the look of things at 
present the supply of oil in this country 
will run out a long time before a new 
seed crop is available for crushing. 

Spot prices quoted around 99c. Minne- 
apolis. Deals for future delivery are 
hedged about with various conditions 
and quotations are of no particular worth 
to the trade. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

There is a constant inquiry for meal 
and the crushers would be able to do 
considerable business if they had any 
means of making delivery. The move- 
ment to out of town points during the 
past week was very light. Few straight 
carlots were shipped and the amount 
that passed forward in mixed cars was 
limited. There is quite an accumulation 
hcre that could take care of a lot of 
business right away if cars could he ob- 
tained for shipment. Prices quoted at 
$41.50@ 42, 

LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

Nothing of interest deve:oped the 
cake market. No fresh orders were 
taken and the matter of taking care of 
old contracts was foremost in the minds 
of the crushers, Practically nothing is 
moving to the coast on account of the 
lack of ocean tonnage and exporters are 
net interested in offerings at present.

A firm undertone was noted in the flax- 
seed market during the past week's trad- 
ing, and on the general summing up 
muderate advances were recorded. Weak 
sputs developed from time to time, but 
crushers’ interests availed themselves of 
them to pick up any seed thrown out. 

Representatives at Duluth of houses 
with Eastern connections had favorable 
news during the week regarding improve- 
ments in the linseed oi] demand, due to 
the prospective carrying through of 
building operations that had _ been 
held up. 

Due to storms, receipts of flaxseed at 
this point showed a heavy falling point 
during the week. To show how difficult 
the railroad handling situation was, it 
may be mentioned that on Monday of 
this week, not a single bushel of grain 
was received at or shipped from Duluth 
elevators, the terminals being so blocked 
with snow that it was found impossible 
to move any cars.

Custom Appraisers’ Decision. 


Acid Chromotype and Phenyl Naph- 
tylaninsulfoacid. 

The protest entered by W. Beckers’ Ant- 
line and Chemical Works and Hensel, 
Bruckman and Lorbacher against the 
classification of acid chromotype and 
naphtylaninsulfoacid for duty at 15 per 
cent, ad valorem, under paragraph 21, 
tariff act of 1913. The protestants claimed 
that the merchandise was dutiable at 10 
per cent., under paragraph 23. The Board 
of General Appraisers held that naph- 
tylaninsulfoaeid, being chemically naph- 
tylaminsulfoacid with a new radical added 
which was not intended to be included 
with the term used and in absence of 
more specific provisions was properly 
classified as a preparation of coal tar, 
not a color or dye, under paragraph 21 
at 15 per cent. ad valorem, and that 
chromotype acid as being one of the 
naptholsulfoacids enumerated in para- 
graph 23 and judgement was ren- 
dered, sustaining the claim for chromo- 
type acid at 10 per cent. ad valorem and 
in a the protest in all other re- 
spects, 


Rapeseed Meal. 


M. Furuya & Co., of Seattle, Wash., 
overruled in the protest made in regards 
the proper classification of rapeseed meal. 
Assessment was made at under para- 
graph 385, as an enumerated manufac- 
tured article. Protestant claimed that 
duty should be free under paragraph 497, 
499 and 532 or dutiable at 10 per cent., 
under paragraph 384 or 385. No evidence 
was subinitted. In the case of Taylor vs. 
United States (3 ét. Cust. Appls., 498, T. 
D. 33,162), the Court of Customs Appeals 
held that rapeseed meal to be properly 
pe as an enumerated manufactured 
article.

While general conditions in trade re- 
main unsettled, owing to the political 
situation and to the complications in 
moving supplies, the paint trade 
seems to be in a fairly normal posi- 
tion, judging from the movement of 
raw materials. Prices are holding 
steady for most materials. The veg- 
etable oil market has attracted at- 
tention for some time, owing to the 
high prices asked, but conditions are 
slow to improve. Imported oils are 
in small supply on spot and shipments 
are irregular. Linseed oil is holding 
at the dollar per gallon level for car- 
lot quantities, and in addition to the 
amount taken by domestic consumers 
there has developed a good export in- 
quiry, which is important, since the 
output of oil this season may fall be- 
low normal because of a shortage of 
seed. The lead and zing pigments are 
passing into consumption in a normal 
way, with prices firm but unchanged 
from the levels quoted last week. 
There is a scarcity of some chemicals 
which enter into the manufacture of 
dry colors and this has a strengthen- 
ing effect on the prices asked for the 
finished products. Paris green is ad- 
vancing in price because the cost of 
production is increasing and there is 
difficulty in securing enough stocks to 
keep the plants going. Stocks of whit- 
ing, chalk, putty and casein have been 
shown to be small in regent reports 
and there is no change in the general 
situation. The glue market is in a 
nominal position, with producers sold 
ahead, and no reliable prices are 
heard for spot stocks. Spirits of turp- 
entine are unsettled and prices have 
been more in buyers’ favor, both at 
primary points and in the local mar- 
ket. On page 20 there is a complete 
report on the flaxseed situation. A re- 
port on linseed oil and naval stores 
will be found on pages 29 and 33, re- 
spectively. Comment on ‘the impor- 
tant items in the paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The quotation of 9c. 
per pound is still given in some quar- 
ters, but this price means nothing, as 
sales are made on a much higher basis 
and actual values are 9%@l0c. per 
pound. Business is quiet and pro- 
ducers are still well sold ahead. Lead 
ore at Joplin is quoted at $122.60 per 


ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The upward swing to prices 
for pig lead seems to have been 
checked, at least, for the present, but 
the asking price is still high and stocks 
are not large. Prices for the lead pig- 
ments are holding steady, with the 
quotations of last week still effective. 
For dry white lead corroders are quot- 
ing a minimum price of 9%c. per 
pound. Jobbing lots command a pre- 
mium over this price, with quantity as 
the determining factor. The pigment 
ground in oil is held at 10%c. per 
pound and upwards, according to quan- 
tity. These prices apply only to spot 
and nearby deliveries, as sellers are 
not willing to quote far ahead. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—There have been no new 
developments during the interval. The 
lowest price quoted for basic sulphate 
is 8%c. per pound, and sales of small 
lots are. reported at higher levels. As 
with basic carbonate, the quotations 
are restricted to nearby deliveries. 

RED LEAD.—Inquiry for red lead is 
reported to be of seasonable volume, 
and there is a steady movement to con- 
sumers. There is a firm tone.to the 
market as far as prices are concerned. 
.For dry red lead the quotation is 10%%c. 
per pound. This is the inside price, 
and applies only to round lots. Red 
lead in oil is quoted at 10%c. per pound 
,and upwards on a quantity basis. 

» LITHARGE.—There are no offers on 
litharge on the market under 10c. per 
pound. The spot market is very firm 
as the output is taken up on contracts, 
and some inquiry for spot material has 
failed to find sellers. There are re- 

orts that export inquiry is good, but 
rading is restricted by the small lots 
offered. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—This material 
is moving steadily, with no special fea- 
tures to distinguish trading. Most 
large consumers are receiving, material 
against contracts. The price is un- 
changed, with offers made on a basis 
of 12%c. per pound. 

SPELTER.— While some _ reports 
credit numerous sales during the week, 
the market is said to be far from activé. 
The spot market is quoted at 11%c. per 
pound, but prompt shipment is offered 
ground 10%c. per pound. Zine ore at 
Joplin is quoted at $75@90 per ton. | 
, ZINC. OXIDE.—Whilé ‘sOme. large 
paint manufacturérs say that they 
haive received offers of zinc oxida on a 
basis of 10%c¢; per pound, the asking 


prices of second-hands is higher than 
that, and as high ag 12%c. per pound 
was quoted in the local market during 
the week. The inside price of second- 
hands seems to be 11%@11%c.. per 
pound. There has been no change in 
the prices as given by leading pro- 
ducers, but these prices are for con- 
tracts. The quotation for French proc- 
ess zinc oxide for the second quarter 
of the year is.as follows:—Red seal, 
15@15%c. per pound; green seal, 15%4@ 
15%c. per pound; white seal, 16@16%c. 
per pound. ‘These prices are based on 
shipments in barrels f. o. b. shipping 
point, with freight allowance only for 
car lots. The new prices become ef- 
fective on April 1 and will continue 
for the second quarter of the year. 
There has been no change in the prices 
as quoted for ordinary American zinc 
oxide and prices are as follows:—For 
50-ton lots the quotation is 9%c. per 
pound. For car lots 9%c. per pound is 
qucted, and less than car lots are held 
at 10c. per pound. Special zinc oxide 
is quoted at 104%@10%c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity. The above prices 
are based upon shipments in barrels, 
and are f. o. b. shipping point, with 
usual freight allowance on carload 
lots. The above products are also 
available in paper bags of 50 pounds 
net weight when shipped in carloads. 
In this container the price will be 
4c. per pound less than quoted above. 
Bags cannot be shipped in less than 
carload lots. Mixed cdrloads of bar- 
rels and bags cannot be shippec. The 
above prices are effective only on con- 
tract for the first half of the year 1917, 
and are subjected to change without 
notice. : 

LITHOPONE.—The spot market is 
rather quiet, as larga consumers are 
covered on contracts. Some sellers are 
reported’ to be well sold ahead, but 
numerous sellers are able to offer spot 
material, but there is a difference in 
the prices asked. Imported material 
is quoted as nominal at 7c. per pound. 
Domestic is held at 64@6%c. per 
pound. 

DRY COLORS, 

The strong position of arsenic is still 
a prominent factor in the market for 
Paris green and prices for the latter 
are climbing. All the chemical eolors 
are holding firm in price and high 
transportation costs affect the earth 
colors. 

BLACKS. 


Lampblack is holding firm in price 
and sellers are finding a fair call for 
supplies even at the higher levels. 
Some good business is reported to 
have come from the paint trade re- 
cently. The quotation is given at 14@ 
20c. per pound, but grades suitable for 
paint makers are holding around 20c. 
per pound. Carbon gas black remains 
firm with sellers well sold ahead and 
spot stocks are small. Prices quoted 
for spot supplies are high and vary 
according to seller. Mineral

BLUES. 


The soda and potash compounds did 
not vary much in price this week and 
this is reflected in the market for 
Prussian blue. Grades of the latter 
made from soda are on the market at 
85c.@$1.05 per pound, while the selec- 
tions produced from a potash base are 
held at $1.35@1.50 per pound. Import- 
ed grades of Prussian blue are out of 
the market and values are entirely 
nominal, Ultramarine blues are taken 
up as fast as offered and the product

GREENS. 

Paris green has been firm recently 
owing to the high cost of production. 
Not only are some of the raw mate- 
rials needed in producing green high 
in price, but they are also in very lim- 
ited supply and it is a question of se- 
curing enough stocks rather than how 
much they will cost that is interesting 
manufacturers. Current quotations for 
Paris green reflect this condition and 


S asking prices are higher than a week 


ago. The inside figure is now placed 
ut 37c. per pound. There has been no 
change in the position of chrome 
green. Sellers continue to quote chem- 
ically pure chrome green at 32@50c. 
per pound, according to grade. Grind- 
ers chrome green is offered at 13@18c. 
per pound; jobbing at 10@12c. per 
pound, and cOmmon at 8@10c. per 
pound. 
REDS, 

Oxide reds are holding the recent 
advance and, while the quotation 
shows an inside price of 3%%c. per 
pound, this refers only to the lower 
grades, as the higher grades go as 
high as 12c. per pound. Venetian reds 
also -have been firmly held recently 
and are still strong, with sellers ask- 
ing 2%@4c. per pound. Carmines are 
in fair demand with producing costs 
high, and the quotation of sellers is 
given at $@7 per pound. Stocks of 
vermillion have not been increased and 
the small lots offered add to the 
Strength of the market. 

YELLOWS. 
: All grades of ocher are holding firm 
in price. Domestic material is in good 
demand and some consumers are com- 
plaining about slow deliveries owing 
to railroad congestion. French ocher 
is firm at 3@3%c. per pound. Domestic 
ocher is quoted at $20@30 per ton, ac- 
cording to quality. Chemically pure 
chrome yellow is quoted at an inside 
price of 24c. per pound, and the price 
runs up to 28c. per pound. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


There is a fair demand for most of 
the miscellaneous materials which en- 
ter into the paint trade. All foreign 
selections have been irregular owing 
to difficulty in securing stocks, but 
this is not a new condition, as it has 
been noted for a long time. Stocks 
of certain materials, such as casein, 
chalk, whiting and putty, are small 
and this is a factor in steadying prices 
in the spot market. 

BARYTES.—While some consumers 
are still covered by contracts, it is 
stated that many buyers have been 
placing new contracts recently. Sales 
are reported on a basis of $28@32 per 
ton, f. o. b. New York. Foreign grades 
are in small supply and shipments are 
subject to the usual troubles as re- 
gards guaranteeing delivery. The 
chemical trade is taking large 
amounts of barytes and ‘total con- 
sumption in ‘this country is holding 
above normal standards. 

CASEIN.—Domestic producers of 
casein are making regular deliveries 
against old orders, but are not able 
to take on much new business, and 
as a result the spot ‘market is strong. 
(Prices show a range according to 
grade, with 19c. per pound given as 
the lowest price quoted. Arrivals of 
casein from abroad were noted during 
the week, but they are sold ahead for 
the most part and no increase in spot 
stock can be traced. Prices covering 
all grades of casein run from J9c, to 
28c. per pound. 





PUTTY.—AIl the materials entering 


into the composition of putty are high 
in price and some of ‘them are hard 
to obtain. As a result demand for the 
finished product is ahead of the sup- 
ply and prices asked are very firm. 

WHITING.—The whiting market re- 
flects the position of raw materials. 
The most prominent factor in the mar- 
ket is found to be the small supply of 
chalk. Arrivals of chalk from England 
are noted from time to time, but the 
amounts received are not large enough 
to take care of consuming needs. In 
reviewing figures of imports it is found 
that there has not been the reduction 
some reports would indicate, but con- 
suming demand for whiting has been 
heavier than ever before, and _ this 
means that even a normal supply of 
chalk would have been inadequate to 
fill the wants of grinders. Prices for 
whiting are nominal, as the entire pro- 
duction is practically sold ahead. 

GLUES. 

The market for glues may be report- 
ed by saying that stocks are sold ahead 
and the scarcity in the spot market 
prevents any reliable prices from being 
givem There is a good demand for 
deliveries against contracts, and this 
takeg the bulk of the output off the 
market. Glue stock is commanding 
high prices, with no prospects of relief 
in that direction. Imports of glue are 
noted from time to time, but arrivals 
are passed directly to consumers, and 
the amounts thus received are not large 
enough to increase stocks to any ex- 
tent. 

VARNISH GUMS. 


Some sellers of varnish gums report 
an increased call for stocks, while 
others say that trading is quiet. All 
reports, however, agree that values are 
firm with stocks small at most primary 
points and with difficulty in negotiat- 
ing shipments to consuming markets. 
Predictions of higher prices are still 
heard, but much will depend on devel- 
opments in the shipping situation. 


Condon Varnish Gum Auction.

Committee of National Body, in 
View'of Probable Revision, Sends 
Questionnaire to Members, Citing 
Items in Present Schedules. 


Following the recent appointment by 
President Wilson of a Tariff Commission, 
a letter has been issued to the members 
of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association by its Tariff Committee— 
composed of Eugene Merz, chairman; 
James H. McNulty, Walter D. Foss and 
National Secretary Horgah—asking that 
all “members ‘who are interested in the 
prospective tariff revision assist the com- 
mittee by furnishing data along certain 
lines indicated. An abstract of the pres- 
ent tariff rates on many items of interest 
to the paint, oil and varnish industries 
is given, and members are requested to 
indicate the items in which they are in- 
terested, also from what point of view:— 
the manufacturer, consumer or dealer.

Settlement Reached in Suit Against 
Harrison Bros.—Litigation 
Ended.

LINSEED OIL, 


There has been no recession in the 
quotations for oil during the week, and 
$1 per gallon has been ‘the lowest figure 
quoted. Some crushers have been ask- 
ing $1.01 per gallon, but the lower price 
was the basis of most sales where 
large lots were involved. The weak- 
ness in seed during the greater part 
of the period checked the rise in quo- 
tations for oil, but the strength of the 
market was shown by tthe fact that 
declines in seed failed to weaken oil, 
and, when seed came back in the lat- 
ter part of the week, the tone to the 
oil market was stronger, and further 
advances are predicted. There has 
been a steady inquiry for oil from 
Norway, Sweden and other European 
countries. Some of these inquiries were 
turned into sales. This shows the 
strong demand for oil in foreign mar- 
kets, and, if the shipping arrange- 
ments can be arranged, large amounts 
of oil are expected to be sent abroad 
in the next two or three months. 
Some of the consuming trades in this 
country are reported to be taking more 
oil than usual, while others are hardly 
taking their normal amounts. This 
creates some uncertainty regarding the 
consuming movement this year. There 
is no market for cake, and, with stocks 
piling up, the returns from oil must 
increase proportionately. ‘The other 
vegetable oils are holding strong in 
price and smal] in volume, and the en- 
tire vegetable oil list is in a strong 
position. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed last Sat- 
urday at $2.89% per bushel, and the 
close yesterday was $2.89144@2.90% per 
bushel. This does not show much 
change for the period, but, in the 
meantime, values sold off and gave an 
easier tone to the market. There is no 
news of importance in the seed market, 
Receipts are running light, but crush- 
ers are not showing much interest in 
taking on stocks, and, as a result, the 
market has been going along largely 
under the influence of other grains. 
Shipments from the Argentine con- 
tinue to reach only small totals, and 
this week only 8,000 bushels were sent 
from that country. It was for Europe, 
and the chances of much Argentine 
seed moving to this country are not 
bright. With the short seed supply 
looming up more prominently, it would 
seem logical for crushers to take all 
offerings which come on the market, 
but the slow movement of oil cake and 
the necessity of storage room are 
given as factors in checking buying 
of seed. Reports from our Western 
correspondents say there is interest in 
the attitude of farmers toward plant- 
ing flax this spring, but it is too early 
to secure any definite news regarding 
the coming acreage, and much will de- 
pend on:‘weather conditions. Reports 
on the western Canadian and Buenos 
Aires seed markets from our own cor- 
page of this issue.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


There is no change in the market 
from week to week. The export trade 
is at a standstill, and until this condi- 
tion is removed the market can not be 
expected to change. No price is quoted 
for cake, and no business is being 
done. Export information is now 


withheld, but prominent handlers of 
cake there say there are no shipments 
to Europe. 





COTTONSEED OIL. 


The tendency of prices was upward 
during the interval, but constant liqui- 
dation and miscellaneous selling has 
prevented any material advances being 
scored. The May forward positions re- 
vealed the greatest amount of 
strength. The firm feeling in lard and 
other fats has stimulated buying ot 
cottonseed oil for forward shipment, 
and demand has more than offset the 
selling pressure experienced in these 
deliveries. The West seems to be very 
faithful to the long side of cottonseed 
oil, as well as practically every other 
food product. The rapidity of accrued 
profits is reflected in constant realiza- 
tion, and it is expected that long sell- 
ing will continue to curb sharp ad- 
vances until most of the speculative 
holdings have been disposed of. Re- 
finers have been able to purchase 
crude oil and sell refined oil at a 
profitable differential, and the local 
market has also been subjected to 
selling of this character. The March 
delivery weakened moderately late in 
the week under selling due to heavy 
tenders. Leading distributors to the 
consuming trade report a quiet de- 
mand. Small sales of bleachable oil 
are noted at $1.00 a gallon in tanks, but 
businss in all grades is being con- 
ducted on a conservative basis. It is 
stated that a good absorption of oil is 
taking place on previously made con- 
tracts by the soapmakers and lard 
compound interests. An export ship- 
ment of nearly 5,000 barrels of oil is 
noted for North Europe. Preliminary 
export figures for the month of Feb- 
ruary show the foreign movement to 
be 8,666,731 pounds, valued at $1,088,575, 
compared with 22,053,503 pounds, valued 
at $2,069,373, for the same month last 
year. Exports for eight months ending 
February are 86,029,449 pounds, valued 
at $10,080,464, compared with 187,807,168 
pounds, valued at $14,383,323, for the 
same time last year. Crude oil has 
sold in Texas at 90c. a gallon in tanks 
and at 9lc. in the Mississippi Valley 
and Southeast at 9lce. A fair volume 
of business in the Southwest is said to 
have been booked, but in other sec- 
tions business has been restricted to 
small lots. The position of the general 
market is reported firm and opinions 
portray an undercurrent of bullish 
sentiment. Below is a detailed market 
report of transactions for each day 
during the past week, together with a 
table of sales, receipts and exports, 
and telegrams from the crude oil cen- 
ters.

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Imported 
palm kernel oil was reported bare of 
the market during the interval, and 
prices were entirely nominal on the 
basis of 16@17c. per pound. The cost 
at the moment to lay down palm ker- 
nel oil at New York is 16%c. per pound, 
Consumers have been forced to use 
coconut and other vegetable oils in- 
stead. Domestic pressed palm kernel 
is quoted at lic. per pound loose in 
tank car f. o. b. southern’ shipping 
point. 

PEANUT OIL.—Prices were firmer 
for domestic refined peanut oil during 
the interval. Stocks were scarce, and 
at the close sellers were quoting on 
the basis of $1.12 per gallon for April 
delivery. Crude peanut oil prices were 
unchanged but firm at 95c per gallon 
f. o. b. mill in tanks. Japanese crude 
peanut oil was offered at 11%c. in 
bond. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Supplies of Eng- 
lish rapeseed oil are reported very 
scarce and quotations have been 
wholly nominal. In some quarters 
English blown oil is held at $1.25 per 
gallon and refined English oil at $1.20 
per gallon. Domestic rapeseed oil is 
nominal at $1.08@1.10 per gallon. Re- 
fined Japanese rapeseed oil was quoted 
at $1.10 per gallon for April delivery at 
acific coast. Advices from India 
state that the second official forecast 
of the area under rapeseed in the 
Northwest frontier makes no change 
from the previous estimate, viz., 91,000 
acreage. Last year the area at this 
time was given at 46,000 acres, which 
increased by the final returns to 


163,000 acres and producing 14,000 tons 
from a total for all India of 631,000 
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tons (pure). Crop prospects this sea- 
son are up to the average. 

SOYA. BEAN OIL.—Trading in spot 
soya bean oil has practically ceased 
in the local market, as supplies of oil 
are bare of the market. Sellers were 
asking 12%c. per pound in barrels for 
arrivals.

Newfoundland’s Sealing Fleet 


Smallest in Years. 


St. Johns, N. F., March 18, £9%7. 

The sealing fleet which has left this 
port for seal hunting grounds is the 
smallest Newfoundland fleet ever known 
in modern times. The hunting grounds: 
are located on the eastern coast of the 
island and in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

As the large steel steamers used for 
several seasons are now engaged in ice- 
breaking in the White Sea for the Rus- 
sian Admiralty, this year’s fleet consists 
of ten wooden vessels and two small steel 
ships. 

Prospects for success are excellent, as, 
the unusually mild winter with offshore 
winds has left the coast almost free from 
ice. The fleet, therefore, is likely to have 
little difticulty in working northward andi 
out into the ocean in search of ice floes: 
on which the Seal herds are found. Laws 
passed at the last session of the Legisla-- 
ture to prevent the extinction of the seal 
are now in force. They limit the catch 
of any one vessel to 30,000 seals, prohibit 
the use of guns and give absolute pro- 
tection to hood seals, a type rapidly dis- 
appearing.

Looks to Greater Output of Casing- 
head Gasoline Than From 
Refineries, 

Tulsa, Okla., March 21, 1917. 

W. P. Donovan, connected with the 
casinghead gasoline department of the 
Gypsy Oil Company, and chairman of the 
committee recently appointed to organ- 
ize a national association of casinghead 
producers, stated that by the beginning 
of spring the production of this product 
will exceed the gasoline production of the 
refineries. 

According to Mr. Donovan the produc- 
tion of casinghead gas alone in Okla- 
homa is. in excess of 5,000,000 gallons 
monthly and with the plants to be 
completed within the next 9 days there 
will be an increase of a million barrels.

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Petroleum Market Reviews 











Saturday Noon, March 24, 1917. 


The feature of the week in crude oil 
circles was the increase—a double one 
—in the price of Louisiana crude. On 
Saturday, March 17, an advance of 10 
cents a barrel was registered in all 
grades of Caddo crude, with the excep- 
tion of heavy Caddo and Crichton, 
making the new quotations as _ fol- 
lows:— 

Caddo light, $1.90; Caddo, 35-37.9 de- 
grees, and De Soto, $1.80; 32-34.9 de- 
grees, $1.75; heavy Caddo and Crichton 
remain at $1 and $1.40, respectively. 

The advance in price of the crude 
Caddo is due, it is said, directly to the 
decline in production of the Caddo field, 
and the best grade of Caddo is now 
higher than any other Mid-Continent 
crude. 

Recent operations in the Caddo dis- 
trict have not resulted in any large 
producers or important extensions of 
the old fields. Since the gushers of 
Crichton and Gusher Bend have passed, 
the work which was carried to other 
pools has failed to develop anything to 
maintain the output. In the Bethany 
district there was hope for the open- 
ing of a good pool, but it failed. The 
same was true of the operations in 
Panola county, northeastern Texas. 
The opening of good gas territory in 
Bossier parish was hailed as an indica- 
tion of gusher wells near by, but this 
has so far failed to meet expectations. 

The daily average production of the 
field for the past week amounted to 
24,000 barrels, an increase of 860 barrels 
daily, the southern district being 
credited with 14,610 barrels and the 
Caddo field with 9,390 barrels. Most 
of the present activity is in the old 
Caddo field or its recent extensions, the 
De Soto and Red River operations be- 
ing confined chiefly to the Grand 
Bayou district and a few scattered 
tests in outlying territory. 

The total new production for the 
coastal fields for the past week was 
considerably less than the amount pro- 
duced during a like period for some 
time past, being 4,375 barrels from a 
total of 27 wells completed. This is 10 
more than the number completed dur- 
ing the preceding week and 6,410 bar- 
rels less in matter of new production. 
All of the seven districts included in 
the Sonth Texas section of this divi- 
sion report one or more completions. 
Vinton, La., had a 30-barrel pumper, 
which was the only completion report- 
ed from the south Louisiana section. 

The greater amount of new produc- 
tion came from the Goose Creek and 
Sour Lake districts. Goose Creek led 
with 2,000 barrels, the product of two 
flowing wells completed during the 
latter part of the week on the same 
day. Sour Lake contributed 1,430 bar- 
rels from eight completions, two of 
which were dry. The largest producers 
for the week for this district were two 
wells flowing 500 barrels each. 





EXPORTS OF PETROLEUM. 


With the eight months’ figures for 
the exports of mineral oils rising at 
the same progressive rate as has char- 
acterized this branch of the industry 
during the past few years of war, there 
has entered into the domestic situa- 
tion a new element, the shutting off 
for reasons best understood by the 
navy and commerce departments of 
the Government of the customary de- 
tailed figures as to imports and ex- 
ports at New York City, Baltimore 
and some other ports. A few strag- 
gling items creep through the lines of 
this peaceful embargo, but the result 
from the point of view of the petro- 
leum statistician is worse than useless 
for any purpose of record or compar- 
ison. It is stated, however, that the 
monthly export totals will be given 
as usual, 

In view of this condition, it has been 
deemed best to drop the table of ex- 
port statistics which has been a fea- 
ture of the Reporter’s petroleum mar- 
ket for so many years, until this em- 
bargo shall be lifted and the totals 
brought up to completeness. With 
New York, Baltimore, New Orleans 
and other ports eliminated from the 
exports, there is little Jeft of value as 
showing the trend of petroleum move- 
ment abroad. The returns from the 
several ports received up till the time 
of going to press this week are as fol- 
lows, the totals being in gallons:

WYOMING. 


Casper, Wyo., March 20, 1917. 

The Illinois Pipeline Company is erecting a 
large administration building at Big Muddy 
Station preliminary to the laying of the pipe- 
line from Big Muddy to Casper, Six-inch pipe 
is now being distributed along the twenty- 
mile right of way, beginning at the eastern 
end of the Big Muddy field and extending to 
the Standard and Midwest refineries at Cas- 
per. The line will be laid to a depth of 
three feet. The cost is estimated at $150,000, 
exclusive of pumps and pump stations, It 
will have a capacity cf from 10,000 to 12, 
barrels per day, which will exceed the capacity 
of the six-inch line from the Salt Creek field 
to Casper, which runs around 9,500 barre)s per 
day. It would not be surprising early in the 
summer to see this line extended on east to 
the southeastern corner of Iowa and there con- 
nect with the trunk lines running from the 
mid-continent lines to the big Whiting refinery 
of the Standard Oil Company and from there 
on East to the Atlantic coast. This would 
mean that the high gravity oil in its crude 





state produced in Wyoming could be delivered 
by pipeline to the extensive refineries in the 
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far East and would give an outlet that must 
come In due time. 


Flooding Sands. 


One thing that should be looked over very 
carefully is the flooding of oil sands in Wyo- 


ming by water, as water will travel a long 
Way in the producing sands and cause the 
loss of immense money to oi] well owners. 
The sum and substance is ‘‘the protection of 
the crilled oif and gas sands from the inva- 
sion of water.’’ ‘That's ali of it and enough, 
says W. R. Robinson, at the rate that this 


same water in various parts of the oil fields 
is traveling today if known, to appall one 
who can reason at the estimate of losses tu 
date and in sight during the next two years, 
or until corrected legislatively or otherwise. 
As an instance of what water, and particular- 
ly fresh or surface water, will do to an oil 
or gas sand if permitted to invade it and 
have free right of way there, note the fol- 
lowing :— ' 

Three years ago at Byron, in the Big Iforn 
territory, the Montana and Wyoming Oil 
Company had a production so attractive thai 
the Ohio Oil Company-Standard tried for 4 
year or more to buy it, together with the re- 
finery at Cowley. They have succeeded in 
drowning out an oil production three years ago 
worth a million that today barely pays the 
expense of the few barrels that manages to 
filter through the Shoshone River water thai 
for years has been pouring into the sand. 


The Lander Field. 


The prospect for the development of the 
Lander oil field, in Fremont county, was 
never more promising than it is at present, 
and many are now only waiting for spring 
to open to start work, either at filing or de- 
veloping their lands. The action of two de- 
partments of the government in determining 
the nature of the leasing laws for oil lands 
will have a large bearing on the development 
of the oil and of the State, but at this writ- 
ing it seems probable that the laws will be 
conservative and not retard the development 
of the State in that respect 

There is no questicn but that the Midwest 
Company will enter the Lander field this 
spring, if no adverse ruling is made, and it is 
probable that their Pilut Butte properties will 
this summer be developed to a considerable ex- 
tent, 

The well recently brought in by the Five 
Hundred Co-Operative Company is still the 
topic of conversation in oil circles, ani the 
es‘imate that the well is good for 300 barrels 
does not seem to be an exaggeration, as the 
work of cleaning out progresses. It is a 
remarkable well and proves the oil area in a 
way which leaves no doubt. Manager Black 
is well pleased with the outlook for his com- 
pany, and already has the material for a pipe- 
line on the road, The line will run to the 
railroad, a distance of nearly two miles, where 
the oil will be stored in tanks, which are also 
en route to Lander. Whe oil will probatly be 
shipped by tank cars from the railroad to the 
Midwest refinery at Casper. Another well or 
two like that of the Co-Operative Company 
will be the means of the building of a refinery 
at Lander, as that has been in view for some 
time. 

Among the prospective development work 
this year is the drilling of a well on the Mil- 
lard place on the Little Poposia, south and 
west of Dallas, Near the Ear! place. Nate 
Wilson and other Lander capitaiists are inter- 
ested in the project. 

A number of the ranchmen along the North 
Fork, who have property within the area now 
being drilled by the Hudson Company, R. C. 
Heslep and the Co-Operative Company, held a 
recent meeting and took the prelimitary steps 
toward the organization of a company. 

Much land is being filed upon and leased In 
Fremont county. Guy Phelps and associates 
filed six claims in Range 95, 32. West, which 
is south of the Alkali Butte field known as the 
Sand Draw section. C. E. Ransier and asso- 
clates filed eight claims, Claud Allen two 
claims, R. H. Scott and R. A, Wingate and 
associates each a claim in the same section. 
The Cambria Oil Company jas filed articles 
of incorporation with the Fremont County 
Clerk. 


Fourteen leases and assignments of ieases to 
the Lost Well Oil Company were placed on 
record at Lander the past few days. The 
leases were about all made by Riverton peo- 
ple, and the lands designated were in sections 
2 and 3 north and 4 and 6 east. The incor- 
porators of the Lost Well Oil Company are 
Newton Ferguson, R. H. Nicols and R. C. 
Wyland. 

The purchase by the Midwest Oil Company 
of the Reservation lease held by Heslep, Lee, 
Levi & Gillis a few days ago at a reported 
price of $40,000 was one of the important 
transactions in the Lander district. The land 
is located about four miles north of Lander 
and adjoins the Five Hundred Co-Operative 
Company's holdings. The lease was taken in 
the name of ‘A. C. Harrison, scout for the 
Midwest. The same company, it is reliably re- 
ported, has the lease of the Schoonamaker 160 
acres at Wy0Opo and dealing now for more acre- 
age. 

All Over Wyoming. 


Production in the Elk Basin and Grass Creek 

fields, considering the heavy winter, has ex- 
ceeded hopes. Work will start soon in active 
drilling in both fields. Work to a large extent 
has already started in the Grass Creek field. 
_ Same prominent Eastern capitalists are mak- 
ing preparations to drill an important wildcat 
well out from Worland as soon as the weather 
moderates. The location of this test has not 
been announced, 

J. S Cochrane and William Parmelee, of 
Boston, are making preparations to drill some 
deep and some shallow wells on their holdings 
in the Basin field. 

The Lucerne Oil and Gas Company is ar- 
ranging to drill a 8,000-foot well eight miles 
north of Thermopolis at Lucerne. 

As soon as the weather will permit Chicago 
capitalists will start a deep well near Neiber, 
in Washika county, and between Thermopolis 
and Worland, ‘ 

The Ogontz Oil Company, with a capital of 
$300,000, has been incorporated by W. O. Wil- 
son, Marion P. Wheeler and John T, Scott, of 
Casper, Wyo., and Joseph H. Lowimer, John 
E. Hughes, J, H. Dripp and Harry Freeman, 
of Philadelphia, 

The Republic Oil Company, with headquar- 
ters at Basir® and capitalized at $1,500,000, 
was incorporated by James M. Fast, J. C.

as agent in New York for the Royal Bank of 
ital” and Henry S. Osler, a Canadian cap- 

alist. 

The selection of two trustees from Canada 

indicates that reports that the Imperial Oj] 
Company of Canada, a subsidiary of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, has obtained 
practical control of the Midwest \Refining Com- 
pany are well founded, 
_ The creation of the voting trust was author- 
ized by the stockholders at the annual meet- 
ing of the refining company, held in Portland, 
‘Maine, on March 6, the proxies for the shares 
being represented, 

It is reported on what appears to be good au- 
thority that the entrance of the Standard Oil 
interests izto the big Wyoming concern was 
predicted upon the creation of a voting trust 
in order to insure the stability of the manage- 
ment, owing to the fact that the shares of 
the refining company at the time the Stand- 
ard Oi] Company, through its Canadian sub- 


sidiary, were distributed amoung more than 
2,000 individual holders in all parts of the 
country. 


The new interests are responsible for several 
proposed extensions of the Midwest Refining 
Company’s sphere of operations, one of them 
being the purchase of more acreage in the Elk 
Basin field, and another the purchase of the 
properties of the Hall Oil Company in the 
Pilut Butte field, northwest of Riverton, in 
Fremont county. 

The Sarber Oil Company, the New York out- 
fit that took over the leases of the Montana 
and Wyoming Oil Company at Byron, has a 
new standard rig built and will start work on 
a well that is aimed at a point somewhere 
below anything yet drilled in the Byron field 
in search of the deep oil that is believed to 
exist as the source of the big volume of gas 
that has been encountered in the several wells 
drilled into the second sand, hese wells so 
far have not succeeded in finding the right 
spot on the flanks of the anticline to deter- 
mine the oil zone, Two or three of these wells 
have shown some oil, as the shell was cracked 
on the top of the sand. This has in every 
case, however, been at once followed with 
such a terrific gas volume as to make further 
drilling practically out of the question. In the 
case of the last two drilled all attempts to 
introduce tvols into the holes were simply 
to have them kicked away as though made of 
cork. Since the Elk Basin and later field 
discoveries this search for the deeper pools 
has been temporarily halted. The recent ad- 
venturers who have succeeded the old M. and 
Wyoming Company, the original discoverers 
of oil at Byron, declare iheir intention to get 
down into the interior of things and determine 
the lovality from whence all of this gasoline- 
burdened gas is distilled. Their new venture 
is located practically in the center of the shal- 
low wells that have for the past ten years 
produced so much high grade oil from the 
600-foot sand. 

The Coal Creek Oil and Gas Company has 
been formed by the A. & Humphreys and old 
Merritt Oil and Gas interests to develop acre- 
age on’ the Coal Creek dome, a few miles 
northwest of the Big Muddy field. About fif- 
teen standard rigs are being erected in its 
acreage and $500,000, it is said, will be spent 
in drilling as soon as weather conditions per- 
mit. Three standard rigs are now up, ready 
to spud. 

Opal, Wyo., will be the scene of considerable 
exciten.ent within a few days when two §$15,- 
000 standard rigs arrive at that point for 
transportation overland to the La Barge oil 
ficld. One of the rigs are for the Plains Oil 
Company and the other for the Pyramid Oil 
Syndicate, of Chicago. Beth companies have 
a vast scope of territory to test out, and as 
oil is known ta exist in that vicinity the own- 
ere feel more sure of getting something worth 
while. 


MID-CONTINENT. 


Tulsa, Oklahoma, March 21, 1917. 


Good wells characterized the week’s work 
in the mid-continent field, and while no new 
extensions of note were added, some showings 
have been found that may lead to the devel- 
oping of new pools. The most interesting 
comes from Noble county, where a well ten 
miles to the northeast of the Billings well has 
reached the same sand and is showing some 
oil. It is to be drilled deeper within the 
next few days. In northern Kay county the 
developing of two wells in a new deep sand, 
which looks the same formation as at Black- 
well, has caused the scouts and leasers to 
flock that way. 

In the Bixby pool, in Tulsa county, twelve 
wells were finished, showing a new combined 
output of 4,105 barrels. The largest well of 
the week in this district is credited with 50 
barrels hourly. West of Sapulpa a 300-bar- 
rel well was uncovered in a development that 
is showing better than it has in many months. 
Tulsa county is getting a thorough testing. 

Since the development was found between 
Bixby and Leonard considerable work is now 
being done. It was only a little over a week

Greenwood county is attracting some at- 
tention, due to the strike south of Utopia, 
where a showing for a 125-barrel well has 
been struck, In the El Dorado pool, in But- 
ler county, some good wells were completed. 
In the southern portion of the Augusta pool, 
near Douglas, a well ‘lowing 15 barrels hourly 
was finished. 

During the past week in the Oklahoma and 
Kansas field the daily production amounted io 
326,000 barrels, an increase. Oklahoma is 
credited with 255,700 barrels, leaving 70,390 
barrels to be distributed among the various 
other pools in Kansas. The Shamrock-Cushing 
division is credited with 74,400 Larrels. Heald- 








ton had a weckly average of 57,300 barrels and 
the outside Oklahoma districts had an average 
of 124,000 barrels. Augusta leads in Kansas 
with 35,000 barrels, followed by Ei Derado, 
with 18,390 barrels. In the other Kansas dis- 
tricts the daily output amounts to 14,000 bar- 
rels. 
Sustained Surrender Clause. 


On Tuesday, in Tulsa, Judge Cotteral, in 
the case of the Carter Oil Company versus 
‘McMurray, decided orally another case in- 
volving the surrender clause. He held that 
the court had jurisdiction regardless of the 
assignment question and that the assignment 
of an oil and gas lease Was more than the 
assignment of a mere choice of action, He 
also went further and held that the date of 
the lease in respect to decisions of the Su- 
preme Court of the State made no difference. 


Natural Gas Hap- 
penings. 


Final agreements between Henry L, Doherty, 
purchaser of the Kansas Natural Gas Com- 
pany and attorneys for Kansas City, Mo., and 
the town of the same name across the river 
in Kansas, are under way. On Monday an 
agreement was reached, the whole purpose be- 
ing to restrict the use of gas next winter to 
the supply. The advance in rates, it is ex- 
pected, will cut down the demand, Whencver 
it becomes apparent that the use of gag for 
heating purposes is in excess of the supply, 
the Mayor will issue a proclamation prohibit- 
ing the use of gas for all purposes other than 
lighting and cooking. This can be Gone under 
the police powers of the city, an emergency 
= the lawyers ruled on the first of the 
wee 

Later changes were made in the tentative 
agreement. Instead of a deduction of 5 or 10 
cents a thousand feet when the gas pressure 
falls below a point that would permit good 
service, the Kansas Natural Gas Company is to 
be fined $2,000 per day when it fails to deliver 
the stipulated amount of gas to Kansas City. 
This was Mr. Doherty’s own proposal. The 
money so realized would go into the city’s gen- 
eral revenue fund, 

The guarantee of Mr. Woherty, which he 
must fulfili or suffer the $2,000 daily penalty, 
is 43,000,000 cubic feet a day at a 10-pound 
pressure for the two cities. Of this, under the 
basis agreed upon, Kansas City, Mo., is to get 
approximately 33,000,000 cubic feet and the 
Kansas side 10,000,000 cubic feet. The two 
cities are entitled to 54 per cent. of the 80,- 

,000 cubic feet of gas Mr. Doherty promises 
to deliver on the northern pipeline system.

The well 
belongs to the Kansas Distributing Company 
and is in section 9-25-11, south of Utopla, and 
it is reported to be good for at least 150 bar- 
relg daily. This is one which is reportel to 
be a good-looking structure, and leases are 
selling as high as $150 an acre.

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 23, 1917. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Chio,. Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the 
week shows a wonderful increase in develop- 
ment work. Daily reports indicate a rapid 
increase in demand for the refined products of 
crude oil, and so far this year there has been 
nothing fouhd in the way of new gusher pools 
or fields that will cause an ‘overproduction. 
The demand for gasoline has been steady 
during the winter months, and with the open- 
ing of spring and the natural increase in motor 
vehicle operations the demand is bound to in- 
crease materially. Throughout the high-grade 
fields, as everywhere else, there is great ac- 
tivity of the drill. The old districts are being 
more thoroughly driiled over than any one ever 
imagined they would be, and while the wells 
are small in nearly every instance, they will 
prove paying propositions under the present 
market conditionn. It is probable that there 
would be still more activity if it were not for 
the scarcity of materials. The field to help out 
the gasoline product for the coming summer is 
Wyoming, which shows an oil of as good grav- 
ity as the old Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
regions, if not better. Refineries in that State 
are being doubled in size, and every effort 
will be made to get the finished products into 
the more Hastern markets, There are four 
immense refining plan ¥ Wyoming, to say 
nothing of a couple of yf good-sized plants 
with others being project and the country 
is looking to Wyoming for its future supply 
of gasoline. 

It appears that the only chances for strictly 
new territory in the high-grade fields must be 
found in Kentucky and Tennessee, with possi- 
bilities in the West Virginia counties border- 
ing on Kentucky to help along. At this time 
there are very large tracts under lease to the 
larger operating companies, and work is in 
progress in all three States. 

In the West Virginia field there are many 
new companies being organized, and they are 
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taking up leases in the old fields regardless of 
dry holes. The various gas companies are 
unusually active for this time of year, and it 
is probable, with the supply as low as it is, 
that they will be active throughout the sum- 
mer hunting new fields so as to be sure of an 
ample supply for the next winter’s patrons. 
Every available spot in the ‘old fields of 
Southern New York and Pennsylvania is being 
Jooked over, and where there is any chance 
whatever drilling will be done. The same 
conditions apply to the fields of Illinois, In- 
diana and Ohio. Kentucky has the greatest 
boom in its history ard land is being leased 
up from the extreme east end of the State to 
the more western boundary and by the large 
operating companies that have kept a hand off 
development work in the State for many years. 
Kentucky is going to surprise the oil world 
during the next year or so, and it will not be 
surprising to see Kentucky’ take the lead with- 
in a year or so in the high-grade fields, Ten- 
nessee is bound to follow in the wake of the 
Kentucky development. The only thing keep- 
ing Kentucky in the background is the inabil- 
ity to market the oll, as the fields need pipe- 
lines, The Estill, Wolfe, Lawrence, Wayne 
and Morgan county fields have pipelines, but 
not in capacity to handle the product, and the 
second best fleld within the Kentucky borders 
has no line. The field bas an actual produc- 
tion of close to 2.000 barrels a day, and that 
is Allen county. But very little of the oil gets 
to the markets, and what dces is shipped by 
tank cars, of which there is also a scarcity. 
There is some talk of the building of a refin- 
ing plant in Allen county, and it will be a 
money-making proposition, having a _ great 
amount of territory in the south to draw its 
trade from. For some unknown reasons both 
the pipelines and supply companies have ig- 
nored that section of Kentucky, and the peo- 
ple there feel it, and say that they will stay 
by those that get into the field first, so it’s 
up to some one to make a break for that 
country. These conditions cannot last for any 
great length of time, as smfe of the largest 
operating companies in thy Oklahoma fields 
are now getting into the gafne, and it means 
that something will have to be. done or the 
producing companies will do it themselves. 
They are el gg in other fields where 
they are operatin and, of course, expect the 
supply companies to follow up the fields, as 
has been the case heretofore. No attention

on_the Boling Williams in section 29-13-11. 

Several good wells were completed in the 
Caddo field during the past week and there 
is a steady increase in drilling operations in 
this _territory. The Gulf Refining Company's 
No. 70 Ferry Lake came in with an initial pro- 
duction of 800 barrels and No. 69 made a 75- 
barrel pumper, both on the north side of Ferry 
Lake, in section 14-20-16. An interesting com- 
pletion was made in the Lewis district by the 
Producers’ Oil Company, No. 8 Brooks making 
a 200-barrel pumper in section 23-21-16, a mile 
south of Lewis.

10-inch casing in Austin McLain No. 1, section 
27-19-4, and the Perryville Oil and Gas Com- 
pary has a fishing job in Perry No. 1, sec- 
tion 19-20-5. The Gulf Refining Company is 
down 1,450 feet in the Burroughs Land Com- 
pany well in Caldwell parish, and in West 
Carroll parish the Standard Oil] Company is 
drilling at 1,350 feet in Richardson No. 1, and 
Grey & Campbell have made a location for 
Turner No. 1 in section 8-20-10. 

Geological reports published recently by the 
United States Government have aroused con- 
siderable interest in the possibilities of devel- 
oping an oil field in Western Mississippi, and 
several locations have been made for wildcat 
tests in this territory.

Houston, Tex., March 17, 1917. 

The total new production for the coastal 
fields for the past week was considerably less 
than the amount produced during a like period 
for some time past, being 4,375 barrels from a 
total of 27 wells completed. This is ten more 
than the number completed during the pre- 
ceding week and 6,410 barrels less in matter 
cf new production. Ali of the seven districts 
included in the South Texas section of this 
division report one or more completions. Vin- 
ton, La., had a 30-barrel pumper, which was 
the only completion reported from. the South 
Ifuisiana section. 

The greater amount of new production came 
from the Goose Creek and Sour Lake districts 
Goose Creek led with 2,000 barrels, the prod- 
uct of two flowing wells completed during the 
latter part of the week on the same day, Sour 
Lake contributed 1,430 barrels from 8 comple- 
tions, two of which were dry. The largest pro- 
ducers for the week for this district were two 
wells flowing 500 barrels each. 


Goose Creek. 


Probably 200 derricks are standing in this 
field with more than fifty wells that are pro- 
ducing, Most of the wells in the northern 
section of the field have gone largely to water, 
With the exception of the Staiti well on the 
Duke, which set.a new packer and is now 
flowing about 400 barrels, ali oil, badly ‘cut 
up and has to be treated. 

There were three completions for the week. 
The Gulf Production Company pulled the cas- 
ing and abandoned No. 1 Royal-Matthews. 
On Thursday two flowing wells were com- 
pleted, the Humble Oil Company’s 6 Gaillard 
flowing 1,000 barrels and Sinclair-Simms’ No. 
3 Sweet flowing a like amount. 

The Producers’ Gil Company is building a 
250,000-barrel earthen reservoir north of the 
Lew townsite and will build another of 
250,000 barrels’ capacity on the Isenhour, The 
Humble Oil Company is building two 55,000- 
barrel steel tanks on the east side of the creek, 
near its mouth. This company has a 275,000- 
barrel earthen storage tank Near Busch’s 
landing. 

The average daily production of the Goose 
Creek district for the past week was around 
17,900 barrels. An estimate of the daily pro- 
duction of the principal producers in this field 
is as follows:—Humble Oil Company, 1,900 
barrels; Gulf Production Company, 6,100 bar- 
rels: Sinclair-Simms, 4,200 barrels; C. ¥ 
Rucker, 1,250 barrels; Blaffer & Farish, 1,180 
barrels; Sun Company, 480 barrels; Staiti et 
al., 390 barrels; Burdett McKay, 110 barrels; 
Gulf Coast Oil Corporation, 9C barrels; South- 
ern Pipeline, 90 barreis; the Empire Gas and 
Fuel Company, 380 barre&; Midfield Oil Com- 
pany, 800 barrels, and mfscellaneous, 300 bar- 
rels, 











Sour Lake. 


There were eight completions in this district, 
two of which were dry. Of the producing wells 
two had an initial production of 500 barrels 
each, one of 200 and two of 100 barrels each, 
all flowing wells. ‘The Gulf Production Com- 
pany’s No. 5 Carpenter fee, which was gassing 
last week at 3,000 feet, is now pumping 30 
barrels oil at 3,070 feet, The Producers’ Oil 
Company’s No, 289 cn fee lands came in flow- 
ing 500 barrels from 2,226 feet. East of the 
salt marsh this company is again deepening 
its No. 1 Asche, now drilling in crystallized 
yr at 3,225 feet. This well was completed 
early last December, flowing about 300 bar- 
rels at 2,900 feet, but soon went to water. It 
Was deepened to 3,200 feet, at which depth it 
flowed at the rate of 400 barrels, but soon 
stopped. Considerable interest has centered 
around this test, as it extends the production 
east cf the marsh, The Lake Oil Company 
completed No. 14 Herbert, flowing 500 barrels. 
The Sour Lake Development Company com- 
pleted its No. 5 on the Merchant, tlowing 100 
hbarreis by heads, and its No. & on the same 
lease flowing 200 barrels from 3,280 feet. 

The Yount Lee Oil Company worked over 
No, 2 Merchant in the southeastern extension 
of the deep pay sands which came back at 
3,700 feet, flowing about 100 barrels high 
gravity oil. ‘The average daily production for 
the Sour Lake district for the week is esti- 
mated at 21,000 barrels. 


Humble. 


A total of forty-one rigs drilling and eleven 
derricks is reported. The largest producer 
completed is that of the Sun Company, No. 
i8 River, completed at 3,185 feet and flowing 
300 barrels. The Producers’ Oil Company has 
a 30-barrel pumper in its No, 189 Herman at 
$10 feet. No. 119 Harrell, belonging to this 
company, is a 25-barrel pumper. The Gulf 
Coast Oil Corporation’s No. 3 Weed is pump- 
ing 10 barrels. 

The average daily production of Humble 
during the past week is estimated at 24,800 
barrels, distributed as follows, the companies

Batson. 


Batson had two pumpers. The Gulf Produc- 
tion Company’s No. 655 Choate, pumping 10 
barrels, and No. 29 State, belonging to H. G. 

The daily average 
production was around 2,000 barrels. 

There were three completions at Saratoga. 
The Rio Bravo Oil Company’s No, 355 Jordit, 
completed at 1,267 feet, pumping 100 barrels 
on the jack. The Paggi Rignor Oil Company 
completed a well pumping 50 barrels and the 
Weldon Oil Company’s No, 8 is pumping 15 
barrels At Spindletop the United Production 
Company completed No. 6S McFadden, pump- 
ing 150 barrels from 927 feet. At Markham 
the Clem Oil Company deepened No. 11 Mey- 
ers to 1,486 feet, and it is pumping 150 bar- 
rels. At Vinton the Producers’ Oil Company 
completed No. 6 Vincent, pumping 80 barrels 
at 2,500 feet, 





Wildcats. 


Interest in wildcat work during the week 
shifted from New Iberia, in South Louisiana, 
and Damon Mound, in Brazoria county, Texas, 
to Liberty county, Texas. Definite reports as 
to anything of value being discovered are lack- 
ing, but it is known that the Empire Gas and 
Fuel Company last week took over most of the 
holdings of Seldon & Schlatohl in the Day 
Lake territory. A number of others seem to 
think something of value has been discovered, 
as they are taking leases and paying all the 
way from a few dollars an acre for outside 
stuff to $125 an acre for close-in tracts. 

At Davis Hill, Liberty county, the Hulmble 
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and Gulf companies are getting ready to drill 
their fifth test. 

The Producers’ Oil Company is reported to 
have taken over the J. Fred Smith holdings at 
Damon with one hole down below 3,000 feet 
anc one 1,200 feet. The trade is also said 
to have included the old Kalivada, lease.. The 
Texas Exploration Company dropped a string 
of pipe in No. 1 Bryan and may lose the 
hole, which is down below 3,000 feet. 

Next to Lrazoria county, Harris county prob- 
ably has more wildcat tests under way than 
any county in South Texas. The Hockley ex- 
citement has died down, although the natives 
claim that the Gulf Production Company has 
a well under cover and they are asking pro- 
hibitive prices for their leases. 


Notes from All Sources. 


The following new oil companies were char- 
tered at Austin during the week:— 

The lergest deal yet made in the New Iberia 
oi! felds, in South Louisiana, was closed dur- 
ing the week when the Wren Syndicate sold 
and transferred to the New York and Cal- 
gary (Canada) companies over 3,000 acres in 
different locations, together with holdings in 
other parishes, for $350,000 cash, also reserv- 
ing a royalty interest. 

FE. L. Doheny, prominent oj] magnate, was 
the host at a St. Patrick’s Day dinner at the 
Rice Hotel, Houston, on the evening of March 
17. He and his party had just returned from 
the oil fields below the Panuco River, Mexico. 

Mr Doheny is one of the most extensive cuper- 
ators in the Mexican and California oil fields. 
One of his wells, No. 7 Casiana, in the Tam- 
pico region, has produced in the past seven 
years since it was completed, 56,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil. The party: arrived in Galveston 
on Mr. Doheny’s yacht March 17, dined at 
the Rice in Houston the same evening and left 
for California in Mr, Doheny’s private car the 
following day. 

Within ninety days a 22-mile railroad is to 
be constructed and completed from 10088 
Creek to Dayton, Liberty county. It is being 
built by R. S. Sterling, well-known Houston oil 
man and capitalist.

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE. 


Barbourville, Ky., March 21, 1917. 

Kentucky-Tennessee drilling contractors are 
making preparations for the busiest season in 
the history of developments. The only thing 
they are up against just now is a prevailing 
scarcity of equipment. Contractors now in the 
field have all they can do and operating con- 
cerns all over the Kentucky fields are clamor- 
ing for contracts. At the present time nearly 
two hundred rigs are in commission in the 
two States. New wells to the number of sev- 
eral hundred have been contracted for, and 
the letting of contracts for hundreds of addi- 
tional tests only await the arrival of addi- 
tional drilling equipment. Most of the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee testing is being done with 
portable machines, which reach the desired 
depth very quickly, wells seldom exceeding 
1,000 feet in depth. With these machines, 
which are quickly set up and as quickly dis- 
mantled, the shallow sand tests in most of the 
districts seldom take more than eight or ten 
days in drilling, in many instances wells be- 
ing completed four or five days after spudding 
begins. Recently many standard rigs have 
been brought in to supplement the machines, 
Many contracting companies appear in late 
records of corporate papers filed, 

In the Upper Kentucky districts many coun- 
ties outside of Bstill, the State’s most impor- 
tant field, are being tested out. Noteworthy 
progress has been made lately in the old Bath 
county field, where shallow sand production 
has been proven at several points consider- 
ably apart from the old Ragland pool, a de- 
velopment dating back fifteen years ago. In 
the vicinity of Olympia, a number of shallow 
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sand wells drilled during the past few weeks 
show outputs of from ten to twenty-five bar- 


rels each. One strike for the week in review 
reached the sand at 180 feet and made a 
showing of twenty barrels. ‘This is the shal- 
lowest well yet drilled in the new pool, where 
SIX producing wells have been found. At Salt 
Lick, Bath county, @vidence of a new pool is 


revealed by new tests, which show petroleum 
in profitable quantities. These districts yield 
a grade of petroleum different from that found 
in the Ragland pool, which has reached and 
passed its maximum production. The Ragland 


product is a heavy grade oil, commanding a 
lower price than the lighter gravity oils of 
Kentucky. No wells have been completed in 


the Ragland pool for more than five years. It 
has been ten years since any mattrial new 
production wag developed, but vld punctures 
continue to produce at a gratifying rate. 

Two new strikes are credited to Wolfe county 
in late returns, both being drilled into the 
Shallow sand in the territory southwest of the 
Station Camp pool of Estill county. These 
new wells, in advance territory, are claimed 
to be good for ten and twenty-five barrels, re- 
spectively. There has been marked activity 
shown in the search for shallow sand produc- 
tion in Wolfe county, long recognized as the 
State’s most important deep sand territory. 
Around Campton and Stillwell are g pro- 
ducing wells below 1, feet. The new shal- 
low sand developments are several miles re- 
moved from these deep sand districts. Prob- 
ably a dozen new tests are starting up in 
Wolfe county, the search for new production 
thoroughly covering the eastern and northern 
sections. There have been no late completions 
in the deep pools, although drilling shows no 
abatement, 

Estill county operations have not been up to 
the average recently, due to the deplorable 
condition of the highways, the movement of 
machines to new locations having been halted. 
There have been half a dozen new strikes at 
Station Camp, none exeeeding 100 barrels. Four 
miles south of this development two additional 
advance strikes are reported, further defining 
the district in that direction. Many new wells 
are driliing in the older portion of the field, 
around Ravinna, while numerous advance loca- 
tions continue to be made. On the Ashley 
lexse, Pilot district, across the line In Powell 
county, another good well is reported, with 
a yield of seventy-five barrels. P. J. White, 
of New York, plans to drill up this lease and 
is making locations with a view of thoroughly 
covering the farm, which is probably the most 
prolific acreage of its size In Kentucky. The 
output of eight wells thus far drilled is claimed 
to be more than 1,000 settled production daily, 
North of the Ashley lease several wildcat 
strikes have been made and the field is rapidly 
extending in that direction. Reports are cur- 
rent that the Sinclair interests are going over 
the Estill and neighboring fields sizing up the 
situation, and that the firm is securing options 
on a number of farms for a proposed storage 
station of large proportions. Production in 
PMstill county is maintaining the usual aver- 
age. Well owners insist that the field is 
capable of making three times the present out- 
put with adequate pipeline and storage facil- 
ities. How long the great number of shallow 
wells would make a continuous good showing 
remains to be determined, as few have ever 
been pumped steadily for many days at a 
time. That the wells will have a fair life is 
pretty certain. The Cumberland Pipeline Com- 
pany is continuing extension of lines designed 
to give better marketing facilities, A new 
35,000-barrel storage tank at Campton is the 
latest improvement. 

Southeastern (Kentucky prospects have been 
greatly bettered by wildcat strikes in Knox, 
Whitley, Clay and McCreary counties. The

recent 25-barrel strike drilled on Indfan Creek, 


Knox county, by a New York corporation, the 
Esterilla Oi1 Company, has turn the tide of 
incoming operators in that direction. At least 


fifty new wells will be drilled, the New York- 
ers alone planning to drill twenty new holes. 
Location for a second test been unade half 
a mile in advance of the Indian Creek strike. 
P. J. White, of New York, plans, it is said, 
to drill three tests just as quickly as contracts 
can be made. Wight rigs are now in the Knox 
county field and equipment for two standard 
rigs arrived during the week. Kansas opera- 
tors wil! use these rigs for some deep dvilling. 


Several new wells are drilling in Whitley 
county. No late strikes have been made. Oil 
is found in the latter county at an average 


depth of feet. From this formation a 
number of wells have beem producing with lit- 
tle cessation for the last fifteen years. 

All through that portion of Kentucky west 
from the Knox-Whitley field to Barren, Allen 
and Edmonson counties, scattered wildcat 
wells are drilling. McCreary county, which 
has a settled yield, is gradually doveloping 
new extensions. The old fleld of Wayne county, 
bordering McCreary, is taking a new of 
slfe, activity being shown in drilling between 
old wells. Several promising strikes have 
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been made in Barren, Edmonson, Metcalf and 
neighboring counties. Allen county, the only 
established field in that section of Kentucky, 
has figured in late returns with five wells 
making frym five to seventy-five barrels each. 
One of these is far in advance of the Scotts- 
ville pocl and opens a new area, Many dry 
holes have been drilled in Allen county in the 
search for extensions, and the new test will 
inspire further advance drilling. 

On the Tennessee side Sumner county, direct- 
ly south of the Allen county district of Ken- 
tucky, is being lined up for some test drilling. 
A number of interests have been in that county 
teasing up territory, and it is stated that New 
Yorkers will start the first of a string of tests 
within the next few weeks. News is meager 
fram the Scott and Morgan county fields of 
Tennessee, where a small-sized development 
boom is on, Although a number of tests have 
been drilling im those counties for several 
weeks, no new completions have been reported. 
Later in the year many counties of Northern 
Tennessee are expected to share in the general 
testing which is now being arranged for that 
State. Tennessee’s production, which is as 
yet small, is being shipped from Rugby Roads 
to Somerset, Ky., in tank cars; at the latter 
point being transferred to the pipelines,

Operators apparently 
were marking time pending develop- 
ments in the international political 
situation, especially since President 
Wilson has issued a proclamation for 
an extra session of Congress for April 
2. The transportation situation has 
shown but slight improvement, great- 
ly hampering the movement of raw 
materials. Interest during the week 
centered in quicksilver, wood alcohol, 
camphor, dynamite glycerine, Epsom 
salt, opium and derivatives, quinine 
and shellac. 

Powder makers were heavy buyers 
of dynamite glycerine, and the market 
for this material was firmly main- 
tained. A good export inquiry was in 
evidence. Quicksilver was marked up 
on buying by munitions manufac- 
turers. Antimony salts were advanced 
in sympathy with the hetal. 

The advance in the price of crude 
camphor by the Japanese monopoly, 
announced in the previous issue of the 
Reporter, had no apparent influence 
upon the market for the refined gum. 
Celluloid makers appear to be well 
covered, and with little or no support 
in the Japanese market for refined, 
sentiment here as regards futures gen- 
erally favor buyers. Spot quotations, 
however, were well maintained. Men- 
thol was unsettled on increased com- 
petition and easier cables from Japan. 

Opium was strong, stocks being com- 
paratively small and prices were 
wholly nominal in all quarters. Prin- 
cipal factors quote around $25 per 
pound for the gum, an advance of $5 
for the week. Morphine was in good 
demand for export, ut available sup- 
plies are scanty d actual business 
placed was small in volume. 

In anticipation of an active buying 
movement in quinine, in the event of 
this country entering the war, prices 
for quinine were firm. Manufacturers 
offered supplies sparingly, due to the 
delay in obtaining shipments of cin- 
chona bark. There was a good in- 
quiry for acetyl salicyclic acid. Epsom 
salt was higher on a further shrink- 
age in spot supplies. The technical 
grades were virtually unobtainable on 
the spot. Cyanides were irregular on 
freer offerings by outside interests. 
The decline in the price of refinea 
wood alcohol was attributed to the 
freer movement of supplies from pri- 
mary sources. Denatured alcohol was 
nominally unchanged. In view of the 
poor crop outlook regarding Mexican 
vanilla beans were firm. Balsam co- 
paiba, South American, was advanced 
- on a good inquiry. 

Coal tar crudes were generally firm, 
but no important price changes were 
reported. The demand for both benzol 
and toluol was active. Dinitrotoluol 
and benzidine base closed slightly 
higher. Phenol was a shade firmer, 
while naphthaline was strong on mod- 
erate offerings. 

Another sharp uplift featured the 
market for shellac, prices closing at 
the highest point on record. The aa- 
vance’ was inspired by higher cables 
from Calcuttia. Reports on the crop 
are very unfavorable, 

Under the division for essential oils 
few price revisons were reported. 
Business was seasonably active. Ar- 
tificial oil of wintergreen was lowered 
by manufacturers. The Messina es- 
sences were unsettled. Mustard, san- 
dalwood and wormseed oils were ad- 
vanced,

OPIUM. 


Nominal quotations for gum opium 
were advanced to $25 per pound, in 
cases, a net gain of $5 for the week. 
The powdered and granular closed at 
$26@27 per pound, nominal. Owing to 
the extremely high prices and _ the 
scarcity of the gum, business was al- 
most at a standstill. The stock of 
gum opium in bond in New York pub- 
lic warehouses on March 1 is given at 
6,973 pounds, which compares with 48,- 
518 pounds on the corresponding date a 
year ago. According to the report of 
the collector no opium is held in bond 
at the Port of Boston, 


MORPHINE. 


There was an 
morphine for export, but due to the 
searcity of the basic narcotic manu- 
facturers offered small lots only, and, 
according to reports, exporters find it 
difficult to place business. Prices on 
the spot were nominal at $9.80 per 
ounce for the muriate, sulphate, acet- 
ate and alkaloid, in five-ounce cans, 
for quantities of not less than twenty- 
five ounces on delivery. 


CODEINE. 


Owing to the strength of the mar- 
ket for opium prices for codeine were 
very firm and wholly nominal, so far 
as round lots were concerned, There 
was a steady demand from foreign 
sources. Manufacturers quote on the 
basis of $1.00 per ounce for the sul- 
phate in bulk. This price applies to 
lots of ten ounces, one delivery. 

QUININE. 

Under a good speculative demand 
for quinine the market was firm. So 
far as “outside” quotations were con- 
cerned the market was wholly nom- 
inal at 75@80c. per ounce. It is the 
opinion of some traders that in the 
event of war this Government woulda 
in all probability be a heavy buyer of 
the sulphate. With no change in the 
shipping situation American salts 
makers were not free sellers, but 
prices were maintained on the basis of 
75e per ounce for 100-ounce tins. Stocks 
of quinine sulphate in London on 
March 1 amounted to 74,261 pounds, as 
against 9,093 pounds on the correspond- 
ing date a year ago. Mail advices 
from London report on the recent sale 
of bark at Amsterdam as follows:— 

For the tender held at Amsterdam on Feb- 
ruary 23, 11,564 packages Java bark, weigh- 
ing 976,755 kiles., and containing the equiv- 
alent of 59,319 kilos. quinine sulphate, was 
catalogued Of this quantity 7,441 packages, 
weighing 643,200 kilos, and containing the 
equivalent of 40,442 kilos., were taken up 
by the quinine-makers. The average per- 
centage of the analysed portion was 6.07, 
against 6.34 per cent., and an average of 
6.1% over 1916. At the auction of pharma- 
ceutical bark 37 packages offered, and 90 
cases and 26 bales sold, weighing 6,683 kilos, 
the quinine-content being 194 kilos. The 
prices paid ranged from 3lic, to 68%c, per 
half kilo.

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First Solid Train of Soya Bean Oil 


from Seattle to Eastern Points. 
Seattle, Wash., March 23, 1917. 
A solid train consisting of 30 tank cars 





of soya bean oil left Seattle for Procter 
& Gamble’s plant at Ivorydale, Ohio. 
This is said to be the first solid train 


shipment overland from this point, and 
will be rushed through to its destina- 
tion in the fastest possible time. Each 
car carried 8,000 gallons amounting to 
240,000 gallons of soya bean oil, valued 
at about $166,000. 

The oil is a part of the cargo of 
steamships from the Orient which have 
arrived in Seattle this month. The steam- 
ship Neils Neilson brought 151,500 cases; 
the Tenpaisau Maru, 122,000 cases; the 
Sado Maru, 6,000 cases and the Shin- 
koko Maru, 13,000 cases,

Transportation conditions have had a 
restricting influence on the movement 
of chemicals during the past week. 
Buyers and sellers have both operated 
cautiously, and smal] lot transactions 
have predominated, The present con- 
gested freight situation, combined 
with railroad embargoes, have made it 
difficult to move goods in or out of this 
city, and several of the markets have 
been simply marking time. Meanwhile, 
supplies have decreased rather than 
increased, and prices in most every 
item have ruled steady, with advances 
recorded in a few. White granular sal 
ammoniac high test ‘has continued in 
very light supply, and prices at the 
close of the week were higher, with 
the spot market under the control of 
second hands. Decreased importations 
have forced domestic makers to supply 
most of ‘the inquiry for this item, and 
so far the demand has exceeded the 
supply. Wiite arsenic has touched a 
new high level on the scarcity of local 
stocks, and late in the week available 
supplies were close to the exhaustive 
point. Chloride of barium was a shade 
lower on spot, with demand quiet, and 
dealers showing a desire to compete 
for new business. Carbonate cf copper 
scored a slight advance under the high- 
er cost of production. Cream of tartar 
is very scarce, with quotations for spot 
goods nominal, Keener competition in 
glaubers salt is revorted, and the mar- 
ket has settled to a lower selling basis. 
Caustic potash high test, is in very 
light local supply, and the market is 
firmer both for spot and forward ship- 
ment. Salt cake is higher, with sellers 
quoting 85c. per hundred pounds, 
against a former price of 75c. The iron 
free grade of sulphate of alumina is 
scarce on spot, and dealers ask higher 
prices. Carbonate of zinc has ad- 
vanced one cent a pound. Acetic acid 
is higher on spot owing to the prevail- 
ing scarcity. Nitric acid is also show- 
ing an advancing tendency under lim- 
ited offerings. Tartaric acid is very 
searce, with Only small lots »obtain- 
able through second hands. Below is a 
detailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, \ a sun. 
mary of the London and iverpool 
chemical markets, 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Consumers 
are calling for their regular allot- 
ments of this material, and the cur- 
rent movement is great enough to pre- 
vent any accumulatiun of sypplies. Un- 
der these circumstances, resale lots 
are scarce, and buyers have to dapend 
almost entirely on first hands. ‘The 
market is firm at 8.50@3.55c. a poun!l, 
depending on quantity. 

ALUM.—Light trading is reported at 
full prices, and makers’ views are 
steady on the basis of previous quota- 
tions. Occasional cfferings are noted 
by second hands at slight eoncessions, 
but these lots generally represent job- 
bing quantities. Chrom2> alum is 
quoted at 21c. a pound. Dealers quote 
4@1%ec. for ammoria, :.nd 5%@6%c. for 
potash lump alum. Sulphate of alum- 
ina ranges from 2c. to 4c. a pound, 
according to grade 

ARSENIC.—This market is - still 
holding at record prices, and there is 
no relief to the stringent conditions 
surrounding the spot market. Rezent 
purchases have almost exhausted loc1l 
holdings, and makers are sold ahead 
for several weeks. At the close white 
powdered arsenic was quoted at l6c. a 
pound by second hands, who only hai 
small lots for sale. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA. — The 
strone position of basis material is 
keeping the market for the finished 
product firm. Demand is_ reported 
nominal and the limited extent of 
resale offerings is preventing second 
hands from shading prices to any ma- 
terial degree. Producers quote the 
market for car lots, pompt shipment, 
at 1.90c. in barrels and 2.05c. in kegs. 
A premium of 1-5c. is exacted by pro- 
ducers for deliveries in this territory, 
less the usual discount terms. The 
contract price for deliveries running 
over the year is 1%c. a pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The in- 
terval has occasioned no material 
change in conditions governing this 
market. A better inquiry is noted than 


at the beginning of the month, and 
spot offerings are smaller. Large 
drums may be quoted at 3%@4c. a 


pound, while small drums are bringing 
54%@6c. a pound, depending on the size 
of container. ‘Makers are still heavily 


sold ahead and are not proving a fac- 
tor in the open market. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market is re- 
ported at lately prevailing quotations. 
Large crystals are held At prices from 
94@9%c. a pound, depending on quan- 


tity and seller, while small low grade 
material is scaree and nominally held 
at 9c. a pound. Resale lots are still a 
factor in shaping spot prices, and the 
market depends a great deal on the 
views of individual sellers. 

‘BRIMSTONE.—An enormous amount 
of this material is under contract for 
shipment, and demand continues very 
active. Leading distributors quote 
$27.50 to $35.00 at the mines, and $45 
per long ton at New York, or $45.50 at 
Baltimore. The stiff transportation 
rates continue to prevail, and these, 
with the scarcity of freight cars and 
coastwise tonnage are keeping the spot 
market in a very firm position. 

CARBONATE OF COPPER.—Makers 
quote a slightly firmer market, and 
report spot supplies small sales are re- 
ported at 34@36c. against 83@35c. a 
pound during the previous week. The 
movement is principally of a routine 
character. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—There 
is a scarcity of this material available 
on spot, and the market is nominally 
higher. The 80@85 per cent. grade cal- 
cined is quoted at 45c. a pound. The 
96@98 per cent. grade is quoted at 50 
@55c. a pound, but only resale jobbing 
lots .were obtainable at the close. 

CAUSTIC POTASH. — Trading is 
chiefly in the 70@75 per cent. test, 
owing to the scarcity of the high grade 
on spot. Small offerings of 88@92 per 
cent. are quoted ‘by second hands at 
87@90c. a pound. Producers have with- 
drawn from the market. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—While 4.35c. was 
quoted at intervals during the past 
week, sellers generally asked 4.40@4.50c. 
a pound flat for 76@78 per cent. Resale 
goods have not reached the open 
market in sizable quantities, and 
second hands are finding trouble in 
buying supplies here from out-of-town 


points under present transportation 
conditions. 
CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Moder- 


ate business is reported by second 
hands at 60@62c. a pound on spot. De- 
mand is not very urgent, but largs 
dealers are firmly maintaining the con- 
tract price at 70c. a pound f.0.b. works. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—Spot prices 
are governed by the views of second 
hands, and a light movement is re 
ported at 24%@26c. a pound. At the 
close several dealers refused to quote 
under 25c. a pound. 

CHLORIDE OF BARIUM.—Car lots 
were quoted a shade under former 
prices in a great trading market. At 
the close 4%@5c. a pound was quoted, 
depending on size of quantity desired. 

COPPERAS.—Sales are reported at 
$20@22 a ton, depending on seller and 
quantity. Business is chiefly in small 
lots at present, but the undertone of 
the market remains steady. 

GLAUBERS SALT. Competition 
among second hands has established 
the minimum selling price at 60c. a 
hundred pounds. In some quarters 6@ 
70c. is still named, the price depending 
on brand and quantity.

Buyers have becume recon- 
ciled tc the new prices and business is 
fairly active all through the list. Sell-

ACETIC,—The market is firmer and 
local stocks for immediate shipment 
are smaller for all grades. Large pro- 
ducers have sold their output ahead 
and there is not much acid reaching 
the open market for resale. The high 
tests are exceedingly scarce for imme- 
diate delivery. The 28 per cent, test is 
quoted at 4@5c. a pound on spot ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. The 66 
per cent. is held at 9c. asked a pound, 
and the glacial 99 per cent, at 28@30c. 
per pound, 

MURIATIC.—A_ steadier feeling is 
noted in this market. but former prices 
may still be repeated for the different 
varieties. Many of the largest pro- 


ducers are booked well ahead and the~- 


amount of stock being offeed by second 
hands is not large. The 18-degree grade 
is quoted on spot at 1%c. per pound; 
20 degrees, 1%c., and 22 degrees, 2%c., 
according to seller and quantity. 

NITRIC.—The market is firmer, with 
offerings light for immediate shipment. 
Several producers are not in a posi- 
tion to offer spot, and prices are more 
or less under the control of second 
hands. Sellers quote 7@8c. for 42 
degrees, 6%@6%c. for 40 degrees, and 
6%c. for 38 degrees. Aqua fortis is 
selling about 4c. a pound under pure 
nitric acid. 


OXALIC.—The feeling is a_ trifle 
easier on spot and sales have been re- 
ported at 45c. a pound. Offerings are 
not excessive, but are sufficient to 
meet the current demand. At the close 
dealers quoted 45@47c. a pound, the 
price depending on seller and quan- 
tity. 

SULPHURIC.—The position of the 
market remains firm, with large sell- 
ers well booked ahead. Resale lots 
can still be purchased at old prices. 
Contracts of prime 66 degrees can be 
booked at $35 a ton. Small lots of 66 
degrees are obtainable at 2c. per pound 
on spot. The 60-degree grade can be 
purchased around ic. per pound for 
prompt shipment. wWleum is held at 
2@2%c. per pound on spot. 

Our Baltimore correspondent writes: 

The Baltimore market for sulphuric acid 
remains about as it has ruled during the last 
few weeks. While no additional orders are 
apparently being placed, the commitments en- 
tered into by the producers are large enough 
to take care of the output, and the general 
tone of the market is stated to be very firm. 
With the government increasing its manufac- 
ture of munitions in anticipation of war, the 
inquiry for acid is augmented rather than 
diminished, of course, and, @hat is more, the 
demand froin this direction is of the urgent 
sort, that will probably receive precedence 
over some other wants. The conditions in the 
main are conducive to a firm maintenance of 
prices, with prospects of a still further rise. 
At any rate, thus far the quotations are well 
maintained at $29 or $30 for 66 degree acid, 
with 60 degree acid at $17.50 or so, and 
degree acid at $@ or $10. The high-grade acid 
is still receiving more attention than the 
lower grades, the saving in freight being an 
important consideration with the buyers, the 
purpose for which the acid is to be used also 
dictating preference, 

TARTARIC.—Makers are delivering 
on old contracts placed at 76c. a pound, 
but additional lots are very scarce and 
are held by second hands at 83@84c. 
a pound. Cream of tartar is very 
scarce on spot and the market is nom- 
inal at 45@4€2. a pound.

A fairly good movement of mixed 
fertilizers is noted in reports coming 
from the South. The scarcity of labor, 
however, is attracting attention, and 
it is feared that it will cut down de- 
mand for fertilizers. The materials 
market is in the same strong position 
which has been reported for some 
time. Only limited amounts of, dried 
blood and tankage are on the market, 
and holders are letting go only when 
they secure their prices. There has 
been a good call for tankage for uses 
outside the fertilizer trade, and this 
has tended to cut down stocks. Fish 
scrap is practically out of the market, 
and is receiving no attention at pres- 
ent. The fishing season is still over 
two months away, and until then this 
material will not be important. 
Nitrate of soda is holding firm on spot, 
but shipments are offered under the 
spot price. The market at primary 
points is said to be holding up well in 
price, but a change in shipping condi- 
tions would have a tendency to affect 
prices in domestic markets. Sulphate 
of ammonia is another material which 
is high in price. In this case the 
searcity of stocks is the most promi- 
nent factor. The domestic supply is 
well sold ahead and as foreign grades 
are also shut off by the ruling of the 
‘British Government, the prospect of 
securing stocks is not bright. This 
material also is offered at lower prices 
on shipments than for spot. Potash 
salts are quiet and prices are not sta- 
ble, as quotations are likely to 
change as soon as any active demand 
asserts itself. Acid phosphate is hold- 
ing firm and some reports say the mar- 
ket is actually stronger than the quo- 
tations indicate, as stocks are small, 
and any interference with shipments 
of rock would strengthen values. For 
reports of the Baltimore, Chicago and 
Atlanta fertilizer markets, refer to 
index on page 7. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar- 
ket follow: 


Nitrogenous Fertilizer. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Stocks of both dried blood and tank- 
age are small at all points. This has 
a strengthening effect on prices. Some 
reports say there has been a good de- 
mand for tankage outside the fertilizer 
trade, and, at any rate, stocks of the 
latter have been reduced and prices 
are very firm. The quotation is given 
at $4.40 and 10 for high grade tankage 
at Chicago, and dried blood is held at 
$4.60 per unit f. o. b. the same point. 
A report from London says imports 
of dried blood and tankage appear to 
have also ceased, but there is a big 
inquiry for both articles where any 
supplies are available. For dried blood 
a further advance has been obtained 
for shipment to the United Kingdom, 
but as to whether this will stimulate 
supplies is a matter hard to determine. 
Prices are high and nominal. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—A _ report 
coming from Chile says that imports 
to Spain are expected to increase, as a 
company has been formed at Cadiz, 
Spain, for the purpose of importing 
nitrate from Chile for agricuitural pur- 
poses. The company is expected to 
operate its n ships. The market for 
nitrate is holding steady, as far as 
spot and prompt] is concerned, and the 
quotation is maintained at $3.75 per 100 
pounds. Futures, however, are easier, 
and May forward is offered around 
$3.60 per 100 pounds. A heavy demand 
for nitrate is expected from the ex- 
plosives trade, but some members of 
the trade evidently are looking for im- 
provement in the shipping situation, 
and, as ocean freights play an impor- 
tant part in establishing values in this 
country, it is evident that any decline 
in freights would relieve prices. It is 
also stated that a possible curtailing 
of shipments to Hurope would weaken 
the primary market and thus affect 
prices at consuming points, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Spot 
offerings of sulphate of ammonia are 
so small that prices are almost entirely 
nominal. A quotation of $5.50 per 100 
pounds is heard for sulphate, but it is 
doubtful if any large lots could be 
bought at any price. Domestic sul- 
phate is passing to consumers against 
contracts,.and this leaves practically 
no surplus for new business. A report 
from the London market says:—BHxport 
trade being finished with for the time 
being, dealings are confined to sales 
for domestic agricultural. purposes at 
£16 delivered, or £15 10s. f. o r. 
works. A good deal of quiet propa- 
ganda is being put in to induce farm- 
ers to make a more extended use of 
sulphate of ammonia. 


PHOSPHATES, 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—According to 
some reports, the quotations for acid 
phosphate are largely nominal, as in-

market. Stocks at most points are low, 
but demand also has not been active, 
and the market has drifted along, with 
no material changes in price. Condi- 
tions in other lines are put forth as 
possible factors on the market for acid 
phosphate. Current quotations are

per cent. 

PHOSPHATE -ROCK.—There is a 
routine demand for phosphate rock 
against old contracts, but new business 
is quiet. There is no change in the 
export situation, and that branch of 
the industry is hardly worth consider- 
ing at present. Prices for rock are 
steady and are as follows:—Florida 
Jand pebble, $2@2.35, f. o. b. Port 
Tampa; South Carolina, kiln dried, 
$3.50@3.75, f. o. b. Ashley River; Flor- 
ida high-grade rock, 77 per cent., $5.25 
@6, f. o. b. Florida ports; Tennessee 
rock, 70 to 80 per cent, $6@6.50, f. o. b. 
Mount Pleasant; 15 per cent. granu- 
lated, $4@5, and 68 to 72 per cent., 
$4.256@4.50. 
. POTASH SALTS. 

The market is quiet and nothing new 
has developed during the week. Prices 
for German muriate are quoted at $425 
@450 per ton. Chemical manufacturers 
are the only ones interested in this ma- 
terial, and they seem to be covered 
for the present. Japanese muriate has 
not been prominent recently and the 
chemical trade is not interested in this 
grade, The lower grade potash salts 
are quiet and nominal in price. 





CHICAGO. 


Chicago, March 21, 1917. 

The expected softening in the Western am- 
moniate market did not materialize. On the 
other hand, the market is now stronger than 
ever, and the advancing tendency is still ap- 
parent. There have been extraordinarily large 
shipments of ammoniates for animal feed out 
of this market for the last year, and at this 
time the shipments are the heaviest in the 
history of the trade here. This is due to the 
fact that hogs are selling at 15%c. per pound 
in the packing centers at this time. This, 
with the scarcity of grain and other vegetable 
feeds and general conditions, make for a very 
firm market. Most of the high grade blood is 
going to the hog feed manufacturers at this 
time. They are also using the major portion 
of the tankage that is suitable to their pur- 
pose. There is practically no inquiry from the 
South and the only word received from that 
section seems to indicate that they are about 
through as regards making any further pur- 
chases. Whatever inquiries there are in this 
market come principally from Ohio, Indiana, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Maryland. In- 
dications are that before their wants are sat- 
ised the manufacturers of the aforementioned 
States will bave kept the market firm or even 
cause an advance which would create a prece- 
dent for the course of ammoniates after March. 
It is not at all unlikely that the summer 
months will sée the prices high if not higher 

With the European and 
Canadian buyers bidding up the hog market 
this condition can well be imagined. There is 
still a good demand for steamed and raw bone, 
and the stocks of both, especially the latter, 
are fast vanishing, Demand for garbage tank- 
age has just about cleaned the market of this 
commodity. Things are rather quiet in the 
Western ammoniate market, and although the 
market is strong and there is demand, no 
eommodity can be said to be moving with a 
vim. The expected shortage of ammoniates is 
on_us at last. 

GROUND HIGH GRADE BLOOD.—There are 
very few offerings of this commodity, and 
they are quoted at $4.60 per unit of ammonia, 
f. o. b. Chicago, These offerings are generally 
absorbed quickly by the hog feed manufac- 
turers, 

HIGH GRADE GROUND TANKAGDB.—The 
latest quotations are on a basis of $4.40 and 
10c. B. P. L., f. o. b. Chicago. Offerings are 
surprisingly light and find fairly ready sale. 

HIGH GRADE CRUSHED TANKAGE.— 
Manufacturers are quoting from $4 to $4.25 
per unit of ammonia, f. o. b. Chicago. There 
is very good demand for this commodity, as 
the hog feed manufacturers can use it in 
good quantities, 

GROUND CONC®@NTRATED TANKAGE.—A 
lot of fair tonnages were disposed of in this 
market on a basis of $4 per unit of ammonia, 
f. o. b. Chicago. Supplies of this commodity 
are rather light and the demand is also very 
small, 

GROUND STEAMED BONE.—The prevailing 
quotations on ground 3 and 60 and 1 and 665 
steamed bone are on tthe basis of $24 a ton, 
f. o. b. Chicago. Unground steamed bone is 
offered at $23 a ton and bone tankage com- 
mands $22 a ton, Chicago basis. Good raw 
bone is exceedingly cog and quotations are 
on the basis 6f $27 to $40, according to the 

class and quality of the bone. 

GARBAGE TANKAG®.—The strong demand 
has boosted the price in this commodity stead- 
ily and now no goods are offered at less than 
$8 per ton, f. o, b. Chicago. The demand for 
Eastern ammoniates such as sulphate of am- 
motia and nitrate of soda has just about died 
out. Movements of acid phosphate are also 
negiigible at this time. 

Inorganic ammoniates are scarce and good 
chrome leather scrap is easily sold at $2 per 
unit of ammonia, f. 0. b. Chicago. 

HORNS.—The jocal horns market remains 
firm. There is a fair demand. Supplies are 
short for prompt aay oo There has been 
no change in pric Quotations:—No, 1 steer 
horns, $175@180 a 1 f. o. b.

BALTIMORE.

The movement of fertilizers is in_a general 
Way increasingly’ satisfactory. With the 
change for the better in the weather that has 
taken place during the last week the inquiry 
for supplies has become more active and the 
farmers have been placed in a position to get 
shipments from the stations, which has im- 
parted greater activity to the demand, and the 
latter is now of fair proportions. It is not to 
be understood that the volume of business 
comes entirely up to expectations or that the 
full benefits of the campaign conducted by the 
Soil Improvement Committee to get out orders 
earlier than uSUal have been realized, but the 
campaign has undoubtedly helped, and the 
calls for mixtures are stated to be on the whole 
satisfactory. In addition, some improvement 
has taken place in the car situation, so that 
matters have been helped in several directions; 
and the belief is being entertained that the 
aggregate of the business done in mixtures will 
come almost, if not quite, up to expectations. 
Of course, the future is not Without prospects 
of further complications. With this country 
drifting rapidly into a state of war, there is 
every prospect of extraordinary requirements 
being put upon the railroads and other means 
of communication, apart from the shifting in 
many activities that is likely to take place. 
Another matter that must receive careful con- 
sideration is that of labor. Unless calculations 
prove entirely at fault, the labor conditions 
will be one of the most troublesome problems 
with which employers will have to deal, and 
to what extent it will mean an embarrassment 
of the fertilizer manufacturers remains to be 
secn. To be sure, the maximum demands of 
the army in the way of men should not mate- 
rially affect the supply of working forces, but 
it seems certain that many times the total 
of men in the army and navy will be needed 
to carry on the operations called for by the 
mobilization of the land and sea forces. Fur- 
thermore, there is the matter of the extent to 
which the United States will want to aid the 
Allies with materials of all kinds. Even if no 
armed force is sent abroad to take active part 
fn the fighting, the production of munitions and 
other war materials will doubtless be carried 
on upon an enlarged scale, all of which will 
call for labor, to the unsettlement of ordinary 
enterprises. ‘Thera may be a considerable di- 
version of working forces from the farms of 
the country, which would interfere with the 
cultivation of crops and compel a curtailment 
of acreage, again to the detriment of the fer- 
tilizer men. These things are all a matter of 
speculation, to be sure, but they may be ex- 
pected to claim close attention. Meanwhile, it 
is gratifying to note that the inquiry for mix- 
tures is on the increase and that the develop- 
ments in the trade so far have been of a 
generally hopeful character. 

TANK AGE.—The demand for tankage is stat- 
ed to be not really heavy, though a moderate 
general inquiry prevails. On the other hand, 
it is to be said that the producers are not 
pressing sales, evidently feeling certain that 
they will be able to get the figures which they 
are holding out for. The situation is believed 
to be in good shape from the standpoint of 
the producers, and it is confidently expected 
that when the needs of the manufacturers of 
mixtures again assert themselves, the move- 
ment will attain impressive proportions. It is 
also considered very likely that supplementary 
orders from the factory will be brought out by 
the extensive requirements in the way of mix- 
tures, which can only be held back by extraor- 
dinary developments, such as do not now ap- 
pear to be in sight. There is every indication 
that the wants of the trade will keep up and 
attain proportions far beyond the ordinary. 
For the present the quotations remain around 
$4.57% and 10 for 11 and 15 high grade ground 
tankage, c. a. f. basis Baltimore. 

BLOOD.—There is no urgent inquiry and no 
trisk deman’) for ground b'v0d in this market, 
although it should be added by way of explan- 
ation, and to prevent any erroneous impres- 
sions, that this is not the region which calls 
for the animal ammoniate in quantities. The 
large Western producers state that they have 
been getting orders in very fair volume, and 
they feel justified in maintaining the quota- 
tions arcund $4.55 c, a, f. basis Baltimore. 
The large producers profess to entertain the be 
Nef that the South, as the chief buyer of this 
animal airmoniate, will take all the material 
brought out, and they express the fullest con- 
fidence in the future, 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The real feature of 
the fertilizer material situation just at pres- 
ent is acid phosphate, which might be expected 
to do most anything. It is a question whether 
any considerable order for this material could 
be placed at this time at $12 for 16 per cent. 
goods, though the hesitancy on the part of 
the sellers to book orders at the prices that 
have been quoted of late does not apply so 
much to immediate conditions as to possible 
future developments. If nothing of an un- 
favorable nature develops, acid phosphate, in 
the belief of members of the trade, will go 
higher before the end of the season. The 
smallness of the stocks in hand and the absence 
of a prospect that they will be materially 
increased is now apparent to every one, the 
situation being, of course, intimately connect- 
ed with the scarcity of vessels and the high 
freigLt rates, as well as the scarcity of labor. 
all of which tend to restrict the shipments of 
rock from the South. Nominally, the prices 
given are still $12 for 16 per cent., and $11 for 
14 per cent. acid phosphate. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Ono of the outstand- 
ing developments in nitrate of soda is the 
arrival at Baltimore of a governmental vessel 
with a cargo from Chile, presumably for the 
requirements of the army and navy. No other 
receipts were to be recorded here during the 
last week, and the stocks in hand are belleved 


to be, on the whole, moderate. Spot is nom- 
inally about $3.75, with April to May at 
$3.70, June $3.62%, July and August $3.55, 
and August to December $3.50. From this it 


will be seen that futures are decidedly easier 
than spot, which may be construed as Cue to 
a belief that the shipping conditions will be 
better, though the outlook appears sufficiently 
uncertain at this time to lead to almost any 
speculations. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The Offerings 
of sulphate of ammonia are exceedingly small, 
and the quotations on spot are held up quite 
firmly at $5.50, which @n advance over 
two weeks ago of 25 cents. With regard to 
thig material, it is to be noted that fu- 
tures ard decidedly under spot, suggesting 
that according to the calculations of the trade 
the supplies will either be materially increased 
or the conditions of supply improved It 
would be difficult to point out how amy large 
additions to the offerings could be brought 
out, which leads to the suggestion that mem- 
bers of the trade see an early change in the 
general situation which would tend to relieve 
the pressure and perhaps facilitate the move- 
ment of stocks from points of production. 
However that may be, the fact remains that 
while spot is held at $5.50, May to August is 
quoted at $4.80. 

POTASH.—There are no developments in the 
potash situation which would give it a dif- 
ferent aspect from the one it has borne for 
months past. Some stocks are finding their

way into the market all the time, but they 
are Usually in such form that previcus quota- 
tions would not give a correct idea of the 
market. Furthermore, potash in the old forms 
of before the war, and for some time after tho 
outbreak of hostilities, is receiving less and 
less attention, and there are no indications at 
present of a revival of interest.

While the stocks in 
the hands of sellers have not undergone any 
decisive increase, the inquiry hardly exceeds 
moderate proportions, and the buyers seem 
inclined to hold out for concessions, which 
the sellers are not in the least inclined to 
make. The sellers, like holders of other 
crude stocks, are decidedly bullish as to 
prices of crude materials, and they are quite 
content to wait until the market meets their 
ideas; and the prospect of large requirements 
of mixtures makes it altogether likely that 
their calculations will work out. The quota- 
tions remain at $34 for 4% and 50 ground

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Nitrogen Fixation Decision Held Up 
Until Process Has Been Selected. 


Washington, March 23, 1917. 
decision has yet been reached by 
the Interdepartmental Commission, com- 
posed of Secretaries Baker, Lane and 
Houston, regarding the processes to be 
used In the $20,000,000 nitrite fixation 
plant authorized by Congress. 

Members of this commission returned 
last week from a ninspection tour of the 
principal localities which have been active 
urging selection as the site of the whole 
plant.

The com- 
mission on its return from the tour said 
that they had received valuable first 
hand information regarding some of the 
proposed sites and their itinerary seems 
to indicate that they expect to use water 
power.

Ixxport inquiry for colors is reported 
to have assumed good proportions, and 
domestic consumers also are in the 
market. Some domestic producers of 
colors are well sold ahead, and are 
busy in filling existing . contracts. 
Others are able to offer freely in the 
spot market and this causes offers and 
prices of some selections to vary ac- 
cording to seller. The increase in the 
output of certain colors has tended to 
restrict demand for some of the wood 
and vegetable extracts. Logwood ex- 
tract is offered freely on spot, and a 
range in prices is found according to 
seller, but an interesting comparison 
is afforded between prices now asked 
and those in effect a year ago. Most 
of the dye materials in the local 
market are firmly held, and in some 
cases higher prices were asked during 
the week. Imports of gambier have 
been comparatively light recently and 
spot stocks are down to low Jevels. 
This has a_ strengthening effect on 
prices, and the quotation at the close 
of the week was on a higher basis. 
Starches and dextrines have been 
firmly held for some time. Potato 
starch and dextrine has been in lim- 
ited supply, and the corn varieties are 
feeling the effects of high prices for 
raw materials. Aniline oil is not of- 
fered in a large way on spot, and 
are holding unchanged. ‘SBichromates 
are holding unchanged and conditions 
remain as last reported. Red prus- 
siate of potash is quiet, but there is 
not much offered and prices are holding 
up. Detailed reports on the more im- 
portant materials of the local market 
follow: 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There 
has been no increase in the stocks of 
aniline oil in the spot market, and 
prices are holding firm, with most 
sellers able to offer only small 
amounts. The lowest price heard this 
week was 27%c. per pound, but this 
is not a general quotation, as some 
sellers will not shade 28c. per pound. 
There are reports that the output of 
manufacturers will be increased, and 
that supplies will be more p!entiful in 
a short time. Aniline salts are in fair 
demand, »wwith sellers asking 30@35c. 
per pound for spot material. 

ALUBUMEN.—Blood albumen is very 
scarce, especia!ly the imported grades. 
In many quarters the market is quoted 
as nominal, and in all cases high 
prices are asked for holdings. For 
some grades as high as 50c. per pound 
is quoted, and the lowest price is 
placed at 45c. per pound. Offers of hen 
egg albumen from China are heard, 
with shipments offered at 78c. per 
pound. The spot market is quoted at 
82@86c. per pound, according to grade. 

BICHROMATES.—There has been 
but little change in the market dur- 
ing the week. A range in prices is 
heard for spot material, with the dif- 
ference depending on seller. As low as 
16c. per pound has been quoted, and 
the price of leading factors in the 
trade are holding at 20c. per pound. 
Numerous sellers are offering between 
these figures. Most of the sellers at 
the lower levels have but small stocks 
to dispose of, and buyers of large 
amounts are forced to pay the higher 
prices. Contracts over the year are 
held at 20c. per pound by manufactur- 
ers, but occasionally a lower price is 
made by second hands, which tends to 
unsettle the market. Bichromate of 
potash is in fair demand both for 
home consumption and for export. 
The cost of producing this product is 
high, but) selling pressure has been 
rather keen, and buyers have been 
able to secure supplies at 36c. per 
pound, with the quotation ranging up 
to 38c. per pound. 

GAMBIER.—The gradual reduction 
in the spot supply of gambier has been 
instrumental in strengthening prices 
and common gambier is now held at an 
inside price of 15c. per pound. In the 
early part of the week there were sell- 
ers at 144%c. per pound, but this price 
was withdrawn as supplies diminished. 
Offers of shipments are made at 14c. 
per pound. The high cost of trans- 
porting this material prevents the 
shipment price from going down. Con- 
sumption of gambier has been heavy 
in recent months and there has been no 
chance to accumulate supplies as im- 
ports were mostly consigned direct to 
consumers. 

LOGWOOD.—There is a_ routine 
movement of logwood, with regular 
consumers taking normal amounts, but 
stocks held here are still large and oc- 
casionally a lot is turned loose on the 
market at cut prices. The quotation 
for wood is given at $25@85 per ton, 
according to grade. Logwood chips are 
quoted at 2%@34c. per pound, but the 
situation is about the same as that 
described for the wood and prices are 
disturbed at times by offers under the 


‘of metals or of non-metallic elements, 


quoted level. Logwood extract is easy 
in tone as many sellers are holding 
stocks and some pressure is noted on 
the selling side of the market. The 
quotation for 51-degree extract is 10@ 
l5ec, pei pound. s 

PRUSSIATES.—Yellow prussiate of 
soda is moving freely against contracts, 
but demand in the spot market is not 
active. Stocks are not large and this 
tends to hold values on a steady basis, 
The prices asked run from 30c. per 
pound to 35¢c. per pound. Yellow prus- 
siate of potash is steady with only lim- 
ited amounts on the market. The quo- 
tation is given at 92@95c. per pound. 
Shipments are quoted at 90c, per 
pound. Red prussiate of potash is quiet, 
but many sellers are not quoting for 
spot delivery and prices are largely 
subject to private agreement. The 
quotations heard are from $2.70 to $2.90 
per pound. 

STARCH.—The export demand has 
been ‘curtailed by lack of shipping fa- 
cilities, but a good call for goods is 
coming from domestic consumers and 
delays in bringing stocks from produc- 
ing points is said to have reduced sup- 
plies in consumers’ hands. Produc- 
ing costs are high and this is reflected 
in the firm position of prices asked for 
the finished goods. Quotations of lead- 
ing sellers are as_ follows:—Pearl 
starch, in bags, $3.35; in barrels, $3.44; 
Buffalo pearl starch, in bags, $3.43; in 
barrels, $3.52; powdered starch, in bags, 
$3.40; in barrels, $3.49; finishing starch, 
in bags, $3.75; crystal T. B. starch, No. 
90 fluidity (hand packed), in bags, 
$4.05; in barrels, $4.18; crystal T. B. 
starch, No. 90 fluidity, machine packed, 
in bags, $4; in barrels, $4.09. These 
prices are per 100 pounds for car lots f. 
0. b. New York. 

TURMERIC.—The market is holding 
finm, with arrivals comparatively small 
and spot stocks are therefore less than 
the usual volume. Quotations are on a 
basis of 9%@10c. per pound for Aleppo; 
8%@9ec. per pound for Madras, and 7@ 
8c. per pound for Chinese. Primary 
markets are reported to be strong. Ac- 
cording to advices received from Cal- 
cutta, stocks at primary points are 
small and this accounts for the firm- 
ness there. 

ZINC DUST.—The prices quoted for 
zine dust are based on grade and a 
wide range was heard in the values as 
given by different sellers. The lowest 
price heard was 18c. per pound, and 
from that figure the price ranged up

demand for zinc dust, especially for 
the better selections.
